New coal power plant still a possibility 


ENERGY giant E.ON has been 
accused of being economical with 
the truth over its shelving of plans 
for a new coal-fired power station at 
Kingsnorth. 

The German company announced on 
Thursday that a fall in the demand for electricity 
due to the recession had prompted its decision to 
delay the proposed scheme for up to three years, 
despite just hours earlier hinting the time it was 
taking the Government to decide on the applica¬ 
tion was likely to hamper its plans anyway 

E.ON’s official reason appeared all the more 
unlikely on Friday morning when energy regu¬ 
lator Ofgem announced that electricity bills 
could rise by 60 per cent over the next seven 
years due to volatile gas markets and power

stations like the existing Kingsnorth plant 
nearing the end of their use. 

Shadow energy and climate change secretary 
Greg Clark - who is also Tory MP for 
Tunbridge Wells - told Kent on Sunday he 
thought the company had changed tack so as to 
appear more diplomatic. 

He said: “The current economic climate is 
clearly not the most important factor here. The 
real reason is pretty clear - E.ON does not have 
confidence in the current UK energy policy, 
and that’s exactly what I’ve been saying for a 
long time. The whole thing is mired in bureau¬ 
cracy and no-one knows where they stand. 

“I think there’s always a bit of diplomacy 
involved when it comes to big corporations 


nowadays, but if you asked them privately I’m 
sure they would agree.” 

Green campaigners, residents and politicians 
alike had been expecting the Government to 
make a decision on the Kingsnorth application 
at the beginning of this year, but the announce¬ 
ment was delayed and no new date given. 

The existing plant is also still in the running 
to receive funding to develop a carbon capture 
and storage (CCS) demonstration plant, but 
again a decision on which power station will 
win the competition has yet to be made. 

The Government wants any new power sta¬ 
tions to have clean-coal technology installed by 
2014, but a new Kingsnorth on the Hoo penin¬ 
sula would now not be built until about 2016. 

Just hours before announcing it was putting

the plans on hold, a spokesman told KoS: “We 
are committed to participating in the 
Government’s competition and believe the 
development of Kingsnorth as part of a 
‘Thames cluster’ of power stations remains 
an excellent opportunity for the South East to 
lead in a low-carbon future. 

“In terms of timescales specifically, the fact 
we haven’t received approval for Kingsnorth 
yet will make completing the plant by the 
competition’s 2014 deadline challenging to say 
the least.” 

When questioned later by KoS as to why 
the firm had changed its stance, a spokesman 
failed to answer and instead reiterated that 
the recession was to blame. 

E.ON has received almost constant criti¬ 
cism from environmentalists since it first 
applied for permission to build the new 
Kingsnorth in December, 2006. 

They were angry that more environmental- 
ly-friendly methods of energy production 
were not being considered and that such a 
plant might be approved without proof that 
CCS technology could work on such a scale. 

A number of demonstrations have taken 
place at the site as a result, the most notable

of which occurred last year when hundreds 
clashed with police at the Climate Camp. 

Groups including Kingsnorth Climate 
Action Medway, Greenpeace and the World 
Development Movement were among those 


celebrating E.ON’s latest announcement. 

While some admitted the battle had not 
quite been won, others were far more confi¬ 
dent of victory. 

Oxfam’s campaigns director Thomas 
Schultz-Jagow said: ‘We welcome E.ON’s 
announcement, which ultimately means the 
end of new coal at Kingsnorth. 

“It is highly doubtful E.ON would dare 
come back in three years’ time with plans 
that are outdated even today.” 

Despite Mr Schultz-Jagow’s optimism, such 
a decision by the energy firm could realisti¬ 
cally depend on who is Prime Minister follow¬ 
ing the next general election. 

During his speech to the Conservative 
party conference on Tuesday, Mr Clark 
announced that a Tory government would 
immediately authorise five gigawatts of clean 
coal capacity - potentially opening the door 
for E.ON to revive its plans. 

He told KoS: “It’s hard for any energy com¬ 
pany to make any investment decisions at 
the moment because everything is in chaos. 

“Kingsnorth might not necessarily be one of 
the stations that could benefit from our pro¬ 
posed policy, but we are facing power cuts by 
2017, and cannot afford to hang about.” 


Arab money offered to 
construct Boris Island 


LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson’s 
plan to build an airport off the 
coast of Sheppey could be backed 
by money from oil-rich countries 
in the Gulf, say his office. 

Any financial backing could mean ‘Boris 
Island’, as the £40 billion proposed site two 
miles off Sheemess has been dubbed, could 
be entirely bankrolled and owned by sheikhs 
- and interest in the controversial project has 
also been expressed by the Chinese. 

The Mayor’s deputy, Kit Malthouse, said 
the airport could be built within 10 years and 
plans so far indicate it would dwarf the capac¬ 
ity of Heathrow’s current two runways. 

Mr Malthouse said: “We have had an 
incredible amount of interest from countries 
such as Kuwait, Qatar and the United Arab

Emirates, which have signaled they would 
like to fund the airport. It is possible we could 
build it without taxpayers’ money.” 

Mr Malthouse said the Chinese govern¬ 
ment had also indicated, during discussions 
held at the Beijing Olympics, that it may 
want to put cash into the project. 

He added that interest from countries will¬ 
ing to fund the airport answers the critics 
who dismissed the scheme as too expensive. 

The Government, which is planning to 
increase airport capacity through a third run¬ 
way at Heathrow if it wins the next election, 
has previously called it “fantasy island”, 
while airport operator BAA has questioned 
where the money would come from.

Mr Malthouse said it will show the two 
artificial islands built in four-metre deep 
water and holding up to six runways will be 
“technically possible”.

Fire crews help 
victims of quake 

FIREFIGHTERS from Kent were among 
those carrying out humanitarian work in an 
earthquake-hit region of Indonesia. 

The 10-strong group - including one search 
dog - joined more than 50 other rescue work¬ 
ers who flew to Padang last week as part of the 
UK International Search and Rescue 
(UKISAR) response. 

As well as assessing the stability of some 
buildings still standing, the team also helped 
deliver aid to Save the Children workers who 
were in the area. 

Team leader John Mazzey said: “The dam¬ 
age in the central area was mixed. Some of the 
buildings did not appear to have been affected 
at all, while others were completely flattened. 

Encounter 

“We ended up covering some of the more 
remote areas of Padang that had not received 
any aid, so they really appreciated us being 
there. But it was important we were not a bur¬ 
den to the countiy and so we took our own food 
and accommodation.” 

Firefighters from Tunbridge Wells, Thanet, 
Dover and Folkestone were all deployed to 
Indonesia, joining colleagues from several 
other fire services throughout the UK. 

Some of those involved in the operation work 
for UKISAR full time. 

Mr Mazzey said: “We always make sure we 
talk to each other about the things we have 
seen and done because we don’t want things 
building up inside us that might cause prob¬ 
lems later. Fortunately we didn’t encounter 
anything too distressing on this occasion.” 

Pond life saved 
in sewage leak 

MORE than 100 fish were left “gasping for air” 
when sewage leaked into a pond in Chequers 
Wood, near Canterbury. 

Environment Agency officers worked with 
Southern Water and landowner the Ministry 
of Defence following the incident on Friday, 
using specialist equipment to pump air back 
into the water. 

Area manager Andrew Pearce said: 'We 
acted swiftly when we were first alerted to 
this sewage leak incident, and sent teams 
down on the site working with emergency 
services to save pond life and limit any harm¬ 
ful pollution damage. We will be investigating 
what happened in an effort to make sure it 
doesn’t happen again.” 

Noisy neighbour 
silenced by Asbo 

CHANTING and praying in a loud voice at 
night has landed a 52-year-old woman with an 
Anti-Social Behaviour Order. 

Martina Rabess, from Tunbridge Wells, also 
lit candles, rang her neighbours’ doorbells and 
sprayed an unusual liquid made from vinegar, 
garlic and water on their plants and cars. 

The two-year order was imposed on 
Wednesday following her conviction on July 3 
for criminal damage and assault. 

Rabess has now been banned from contact¬ 
ing four of her neighbours and told to stop 
making loud noises outside her flat. 


Kelly on political trail 
for Schools Olympics

DOUBLE Olympic gold medallist 
Dame Kelly Holmes has said she 
hopes a Conservative govern¬ 
ment would be as “passionate” 
about sport as Labour if they win 
the next general election. 

In an address to delegates at the Tory 
party conference in Manchester, she called 
for a Schools Olympics to be launched based 
on the model of the Kent School Games, 
which sees 30,000 young people compete 
biannually in 38 sports and disability sports. 

Shadow sports secretary Jeremy Hunt 
said that, if in government, his party would 
set up a national sports competition with 
finals held in the 2012 Olympics stadium in 
east London. 

Dame Kelly, who is from Tonbridge, was 
also at the Labour conference in Brighton 
the previous week. 

She said she was pleased her idea had sup¬ 
port, but it did not matter which of the main 
parties backed the idea. 

“I’ve only been working with Labour as 
national schools sports champion,” she said. 
“I hope if they [the Tories] win they will be as 
passionate about sport. 

“Things have improved over the last few 
years in the sports system and schools sys¬ 
tem, so it is positive. But we cannot be com¬ 
placent - things have got better, but we have 
to make them even better. We have to make 
sports available for everyone and make peo¬ 
ple feel part of something special and 
make sport an integral part of life.” 

Last week, Dame Kelly launched the 
2010 Kent School Games, which are 
organised by Kent County Council, at 
Hayesbrook Sports College in Tonbridge. 

She also launched the 2008 games. 

“It was the mass participation and how 
so many people and agencies were run¬ 
ning the events the council, schools,

teachers and young people that came on 
board, I thought it was absolutely brilliant 
and a great model to replicate around the 
country,” she said. 

“I’ve been mulling over it. I’m always being 
asked my opinion or to back an initiative 
and this was one of the things I was asked 
about and I said ‘yes’. Equally if Labour 
turned around and said ‘we’ll put it on’, that 
would be great, too.” 

Before she retired from athletics in 2005, 
Dame Kelly won golds in the 800m and 
1,500m at the 2004 Athens Olympics. She 
won her first Olympic medal at the 2000 
Sydney Games where she took bronze in the 
800m race. 


Dame Kelly said it was important to keep 
up the momentum after the London Games. 

“Obviously not everyone can go the 
Olympics and compete, how many people get 
to do that? But this would ensure that young 
people are involved in more than just watch¬ 
ing,” she said. 

“It is the momentum of doing something, 
something that can be kept for years to come. 

“Yes, we’ll hold one of the best Games ever 
without a doubt, but we need to create some¬ 
thing everyone can remember longer term.” 

Dame Kelly runs a number of initiatives 
supporting young athletes. 

Talking about the importance of young 
people participating in sports, she said: “It is 
about pushing you own boundaries, not 
being afraid of losing, improving your 
health, self-esteem, skills and leadership.” 

Dame Kelly has teamed up with celebrity 
chef Ainsley Harriot for the latest part of her 
On Camp with Kelly initiative, which has 
been running since 2004, and provides 800m 
and 1500 athletes and their coaches with 
mentoring opportunities from her. 

The pair were at the University of 
Birmingham yesterday educating young 
athletes and young people at university 
about the importance of good nutrition for 
physical and mental performance. 

She added: “In everything I do I have my 
own opinions and I do not let what other peo¬ 
ple think influence me if I think something 
will be beneficial to young people. 

“I spoke about replicating the Kent School 
Games because I believe it is a really good 
model.”

Castle is ultimate detached home 



EVERY Englishman’s home is his castle, but 
not many can say theirs really is a castle. 

However, for around £750,000, that can 
change for one lucky buyer as Stone Castle 
near Dartford goes under the hammer.

Lovers’ embrace by the sea lead to tragedy for toddler 


Kiss of death

A MARRIED man’s quick kiss with 
his illicit lover led to the death of 
his two-year-old daughter, an 
inquest was told. 

Toddler Rebecca Hopper died after the dou¬ 
ble buggy carrying her and baby brother Lewis 
was blown into the ice-cold water off 
Folkestone seafront. 

Father, Andrew Hopper, from Chatham, 
said he let go of the buggy during his 
embrace with BAE Systems co-worker 
Paula Anderson. 

A statement from the dad-of-three was 
read out at the Ashford Magistrates Court 
hearing. 

It read: ‘We kissed momentarily -1 let go 
of the buggy and seconds into that kiss we 
heard a plop. It was like someone throwing 
a stone into the water. 

“We broke from the kiss and thought 
what was that?” 

Recording a verdict of accidental death 
coroner Rachel Redman described how the 
38-year-old stopped to kiss his mistress. 

She said: “They stopped to kiss and were 
aware subsequently of the sound of some¬ 
thing entering the water which they, to 
their horror, discovered was the buggy. 

“Rebecca lost her life as the result of 
falling into the water. This is a tragic acci¬ 
dent in which a little girl has lost her life.” 

Rescue attempt 

The inquest heard how the couple dived 
into the cold swell on February 15 this year 
to rescue the little girl - who was strapped 
into her buggy next to her eight-month-old 
brother Lewis. 

Miss Anderson, 38, described the dramat¬ 
ic rescue bid and said how she tried to fish 
out Rebecca while Mr Hopper tried to 
unstrap Lewis: “It was a horrible realisa¬ 
tion that the buggy went over the edge. 

“Andrew jumped in first and when I 
realised there was no way get the buggy 
and children out I jumped in as well. 

“Andrew went for Lewis and I grabbed 
Becca. We struggled in the water. 

“It was very cold - it was very deep as 
well. I tried to keep her above the water as 
best I could.” 

Rebecca was airlifted to a specialist unit 
at the Royal London Hospital in White¬ 
chapel, but declared dead two hours later. 

Lewis was taken to the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford, where he recovered fully. 

Mother Sarah Hopper, 35, a beautician 
from Chatham, had not known about her 
husband’s affair before that day. 

A statement read out on her behalf after 


Thursday’s hearing read: “Rebecca was my 
beautiful baby girl and her brothers and I miss 
her every second of every day. 

“While today’s decision will help us take the 
next step in our recovery, the accident which 
took my little girl’s life could so easily have 
been avoided. 

“Rebecca will never be forgotten and I intend 
to make sure my two boys will always know 
how important she was in our lives.” 

The Crown Prosecution Service found no 
criminal offences to be prosecuted. 



ACCIDENTAL DEATH: Rebecca Hopper 
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Ex-council head 
gets suspended 
prison sentence 

A FORMER Tory leader of Bexley Council 
and deputy to London mayor Boris Johnson 
has been given a 12-week suspended jail 
sentence after he admitted to fraud. 

Ian Clement, 44, appeared at West¬ 
minster Magistrates Court this week and 
pleaded guilty to the three fraud allegations 
relating to meals worth a total of £156.70. 

Clement had paid for the meals with his 
lover Claire Dowson with his Greater 
London Authority credit card. 

He claimed to be meeting the leaders of 
three London Tory boroughs. 

Clement, from Crayford, resigned from 
his £128,000 job as deputy mayor for exter¬ 
nal relations in June, after the police inves¬ 
tigation into his actions was started. 

He had been leader of Bexley Council 
from May, 2006, until May, 2008, when he 
resigned to start work for Boris Johnson. 

Growing pains

Rare lemurs found

A WILD animal park is pouring 
£100,000 a year into saving one of 
the world’s rarest creatures, made 
famous in the animated children’s 
movie Madagascar. 

Borat star Sacha Baron Cohen’s scene¬ 
stealing lemur King Julian may have been a 
cocky know-it-all in the film, but in reality his 
species is close to dying out. 

A scientific survey by the Aspinall 
Foundation has made a major breakthrough 
after discovering there are as many as 200 of 
the greater bamboo lemur left on the island, 
which is double other recent findings. 

But 200 of the rare greater bamboo lemur, 
or Prolemur simus, is not going to be enough 
for the breed to survive, especially when _ 
they are seen as a delicacy and are poached 
to put on the plate. 

An expedition into Madagascar’s rainfor- ^ 
est has found evidence of habitat being W m 
destroyed and excessive hunting, which is 
threatening to wipe them out completely. c 

They are now the most threatened primates. 

Conservationists discovered them at 11 
new sites in the rainforests, which has dou¬ 
bled the number of locations where the crea¬ 
tures live. 


The greater bamboo lemur was thought to 
be extinct until it was rediscovered in the 
early 1980s. 

It is the only species within the Prolemur 
group, and current scientific knowledge indi¬ 
cates it is the most engendered of all lemurs. 

Amos Courage, overseas director of the 
Aspinall Foundation, which runs Port 
Lympne Park and Howletts wild animals 
parks, said saving this lemur was a prior¬ 
ity to ensure the circle of life continues in 
the region. 

He said: “Finding double the number of this 
particular lemur 


and double the 
number of sites 
they are living at 
is a major break¬ 
through. 



“The situation in Madagascar is made even 
more difficult with the recent political tur¬ 
moil and aid being withdrawn. 

“The situation for the lemur is desperate 
because people are poaching them for food. 
A huge haul of smoked lemurs were 
recently found. 

“Their habits are being steadily destroyed 
and they are being made to spread out so far 
that it makes breeding difficult. 

“We are physically patrolling their habitats 
and monitoring the last individuals of the 
species. It was great news that we found 
there are 200 rather than 100, but these 
numbers are worryingly low. 

“They are shy and rare animals - there 
could be more, but not many more.” 

Damian Aspinall of The Aspinall 
Foundation added: “Searching for the world’s 
rarest and most elusive lemur in this remote 
forest was a big gamble, but sometimes 
that’s what it takes to help save a species 
from the brink of extinction.” 

Readers can see greater 
bamboo lemurs at Port 
Lympne, one of only 
seven zoos in the world 
to hold this species. 

There are only 19 of the crea¬ 
tures in captivity, so it was a great 
success when Port Lympne’s female 
Kenza and the male Zig produced a 
female baby named Bekily in 2006.

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Crusaders battle flu 


Pandemic knocks out half of team

A BASKETBALL squad is hoping 
to be fighting fit for this weekend’s 
games after half its players were 
laid low by swine flu. 

The Medway Park Crusaders lost away to 
north London team Edmonton Storm 83-93 
last Saturday after five of the 10 players were 
struck down by the H1N1 virus. 

Head coach Mads Olesen said he was hop¬ 
ing to have a full squad of healthy players for 
their two final games of the Patrons Cup this 
weekend against Plymouth Marjon and 
rivals the Brixton Topcats, who knocked the 
Crusaders out of last year’s National Cup. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday, he said: “It 
seems like most of the players are up and 
walking again, but not up to speed. 

“We have also picked up another couple of 
injuries to Kalil Irving, who has injured and 
maybe broken his hip, and James Harris who 
has injured his back.” 

The latest statistics for swine flu cases show 
a varied picture across Kent and Medway. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent reported a 
slight increase in GP consultation rates per 
100,000 of the population for people with flu¬ 
like illness rising from 12.4 for the week end¬ 
ing September 20, to 16.5 for the week ending 
September 27. 

NHS Medway saw the number of patients 
with flu-like symptoms double for the same 
period. But NHS West Kent reported a slight 
decrease in flu-like activity over the period, 
dropping from 38.9 per 100,000 of the popu¬ 
lation to 31.3.

The number of patients collecting antivirals 
across the county has also risen from 1,176 
from September 24-30, to 1,251 for whole of 
last week. 

Health bosses urged people to ensure they 
are registered with a GP ahead of the swine 
flu vaccination programme, which is due to 
start soon. 

Priority groups will be given the jab first 
and include people aged over six months and 
under 65 who are in seasonal flu vaccine clin¬ 
ical at risk groups, all pregnant women, peo¬ 
ple in regular close contact with patients on 
treatment for cancer or with compromised 
immune systems, and people over 65 in the 


current seasonal flu vaccine clinical at risk 
groups. However, healthy over 65s will not be 
in the first round as they appear to have 
some natural immunity to the virus. 

Frontline health and social care workers 
will also be offered the vaccine. 

Andrew Scott-Clark, deputy director of 
public health in east Kent, said: “There are 
various reasons why people may not be regis¬ 
tered with a GP, but we would encourage peo¬ 
ple to make sure they are registered now so 
they can be offered a vaccination if they’re in 
a priority group.” 

West Kent’s programme director, resilience 
planning, Sharon Jones said it was crucial 
that people in the priority group did every¬ 
thing they can to avoid catching swine flu. 

Since July, 577 people have been hospi¬ 
talised in connection with swine flu in the 
NHS South East Coast, which covers Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex. 

NHS Medway said it was important to fol¬ 
low good hygiene - always use a tissue to 
catch sneezes, throw them away afterwards 
and wash your hands regularly. 

The Crusaders’ coach Mr Olesen knows the 
impact swine flu can have. 

“It was definitely a challenge,” he added. 
“But how you respond to challenges is what 
defines what kind of team you’re going to be. 

“If we stand up and fight in a situation like 
this we’ll stand up and fight no matter what 
is thrown at us this season. 

“We knew it was going to be tough, and it 
definitely was. We were not able to come out 
with the win but the players showed some 
gut and determination in the second half and 
I’m proud of that.” 


Leader’s plea to 
party conference 
to scrap quangos 

KENT County Council leader Paul Carter 
spoke at the Conservative Party Conference to 
renew calls for regional quangos to be scrapped. 

The councillor, who is currently the country’s 
most powerful Tory in office after London 
Mayor Boris Johnson, launched the Show us 
the Money campaign at a fringe meeting in 
Manchester this week. 

The campaign is calling for a county break¬ 
down of the public money spent on unelected 
quangos (quasi-autonomous non-govemmen- 
tal organisations), which was promised under 
the Sustainable Communities Act. 

“You could get rid of the vast majority of quan¬ 
gos and empower local government, both at the 
district, unitaiy and county level,” said Cllr 
Carter. “The £65 billion held in these regional 
quangos, like regional development agencies 
(RDAs), could be put into local government.” 

Fragmented 

Cllr Carter has been a long-term campaign¬ 
er for transferring responsibility from quangos. 

Party leader David Cameron has said a Tory 
government would drastically reduce the num¬ 
ber of publicly-funded unelected organisations. 

Cllr Carter wants to see regional policy, regen¬ 
eration, social housing, skill and learning trans¬ 
ferred to local government. He has said this 
would save £5 billion in the South East alone. 

However, David Seall, South East region 
director of EEF, an organisation that repre¬ 
sents manufacturers, said getting rid of RDAs 
could create a “fragmented” approach to eco¬ 
nomic development. 

A spokesman for the South East of England 
Development Agency (Seeda) added: “Last year 
Seeda’s work helped create or secure 8,000 
jobs, helped 17,000 people to find work and 
helped 22,000 people to improve their skills.”

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‘Forgotten’ dockyard gem 
added to endangered list

THE Georgian dockyard on the 
Isle of Sheppey has been listed 
among 93 of the most endangered 
heritage sites in the world. 

Sheemess Dockyard joins 12,000-year-old 
cave art at Wonderwerk in South Africa, the 
World Heritage Site of Machu Picchu in 
Peru, and a library dating from the 1970s in 
Atlanta, USA, on the diverse World 
Monuments Watch 2010. 

William Palin, secretary of Save British 
Heritage and one of people who nominated 
the dockyard, said: “Of all the monuments - 
and certainly the British ones - on the list it 
has captured the imagination because peo¬ 
ple don’t know about it. 

“It’s really got them excited. They were 
surprised because you wouldn’t think of 
Sheemess as exotic as Machu Picchu. But 
it’s perfect for the list because there’s so 
much there.” 

Dr Jonathan Foyle, chief executive of the 
World Monument Fund Britain (MFU), said 
the sites on the list, which includes temples, 
rice terraces, walled cities and historic cen¬ 
tres around the globe, had been judged on 
their significance, how endangered they are, 
and their potential. 

Sheemess Dockyard is one of six sites in

the UK, others include historic graveyards 
in Edinburgh and the moderist Tecton 
Buildings at Dudley Zoo. 

Dr Foyle said: “Sheemess is a diverse site 
and tells the story of Britain’s maritime his¬ 
tory from Henry VTH’s time.” 

He said plans of the port’s buildings dating 
from Nelson’s era showed how the Admiralty 
then operated, from the commissioner’s 
house down all the ranks. 

“The decreasing size of the houses, even 
the back gardens are shown, the coach hous¬ 
es, sinks and kitchens, basements - it’s like 
an untapped museum,” he said. 

“We must make sure it doesn’t follow the 
fate of the church which was attacked by 


arsonists. That should be a wake-up call.” 

Mr Palin, son of Monty Python actor 
Michael, said the dockyard had been on Save 
British Heritage’s list of sites in need of pro¬ 
tection for a long time, but the publicity of 
the MFU’s list would bring it to prominence. 

He said he had bought and renovated one 
of the houses on the dockyard site. 

The MFU said nearly half the sites fea¬ 
tured on the 2008 watch list had received 
funds totally $50 million (£31m). 

Justin Webb, who was bom on Sheppey 
and also lives in one of the former officers’ 
houses at the site, led the bid to get the dock¬ 
yard nominated. 

“People don’t realise what’s here,” he said. 

Mr Webb, whose father used to work at the 
dockyard, said he wanted the site to be sym¬ 
pathetically restored. 

Sheemess Historic Dockyard Preservation 
Society will begin work soon and is keen to 
start with the bumt-out church, he said. 

The entire complex went up in one phase 
of constmction in 1815. It has one Grade-I 
and more than 30 Grade-II listed stmctures. 

Dr Foyle said: “One of the buildings is a 
multi-storey iron-framed stmcture, like a 
missing link for the world’s highest build¬ 
ings. Commercial power gave rise to some 
extraordinary experimental buildings that 
paved the way for the modem age.” 
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Brewery using local produce to make ‘Viceroy’ of all beers 


National Trust hails 
its Holy Grail of ales 



THE first beer for the National 
Trust to be sold across the UK is 
being made by a Kent brewer. 

It’s called Viceroy India Pale Ale, will be 
available in casks and bottles, and “represents 
the best of British fare at affordable prices”. 

The beer is the work of staff at Westerham 
Brewery using hops from nearby Scotney 
Castle, the Trust’s last remaining hop gar¬ 
den, and barley grown on land adjoining 
Uppark, a Trust property in West Sussex. 

The Viceroy is described as a golden, nutty 
and hoppy ale which was inspired by Lord 
Curzon, 1st Marquis of Kedleston, a gener¬ 
ous donor to the National Trust. 

Brewery boss Robert Wicks, who set up the 
firm in 2004, said: “Lord Curzon was the 
Viceroy of India. While he was on horseback in 
the southern foothills of Afghanistan he is 
said to have been dreaming of the ale brewed 
here in Kent.” 

In fact, the Viceroy wrote in his memoirs: 
“As I rode down the grassy slopes, I saw com¬ 
ing towards me in the distance the figure of 
a solitary horseman... at that moment I 
would have given a kingdom, not for 
champagne or hock and soda, or hot coffee, 
but for a glass of beer!”

County has a 
monopoly on 
board game 


TAKE a chance, and you could end up 
as the owner of a stately pile in Kent - 
and could even be allowed to build 
houses and a hotel in the grounds.

Instead of Pall Mall on the classic 
board, players can snap up Chartwell 
and in place of Vine Street, there is 
Ightham Mote, while Sissinghurst Castle 
Garden has taken over the position of 
Trafalgar Square and finally Knole House 
has moved in on Coventry Street. 

That means Kent has just over 20 per 
cent of the 22 available properties on the 
new board. 

The National Trust version of the game 
is the first for a charity and will cost £25. 

There have been many other versions 
of the game over the decades since it 
was first introduced, possibly in 1904, 
when a Quaker called Lizzie Phillips 
made up a game to explain the negative 
aspects of land taxing monopolies. It was 
called The Landlord Game. 

The style of the game we know today 
didn’t appear until 1935. 

This latest version has 26 National Trust 
sites from across England, Wales and 
Northern Ireland, and all sales of the 
game go back into supporting the conser¬ 
vation work carried out by the Trust. 

Phoebe Vincent, the marketing manager 
at Winston Churchill’s former home of 
Chartwell, said: “We may not be the new 
Mayfair, but we are very happy to be the 
new Pall Mall.” 

And Steven Dedman, property manager 
for Knole House in Sevenoaks said: 

“We are very pleased with our position - 
we deserved to be high up.”

Money-laundering gang jailed over drug cash 


TWO men have been jailed for laundering 
more than £1 million of drug-linked cash. 

Darren Quick, 43, of Oldfield Drive, 
Wouldham, was sentenced to seven-and-a- 
half years at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Wednesday. 

He had pleaded guilty to three charges of 
possessing criminal property, transferring 
criminal money and laundering money, at a 
previous hearing on July 10. 

Norrie Hyde, 40, of Oak Road, 
Sittingboume, was jailed for two years after 
being found guilty of transferring criminal 
property after a trial last month. 

A third member of the gang, Stephen 
Jarrett, 25, of Lee Heights, Bambridge Court, 
Maidstone, will be sentenced on November 4 
after pleading guilty to transferring criminal 
property on March 4. During sentencing, the 


court heard Quick played a “pivotal part” in 
the money laundering racket and had 
notched up personal profits in the region of 
£2m, with available assets of about 
£350,000. Full investigations into his 
finances are ongoing. 

Quick was arrested with Hyde and 
Jarrett in a pub car park in 
Maidstone in December, 2008, after 
police witnessed suspicious activity. 

Quick’s grey Ford Mondeo, 
Jarrett’s blue Ford Mondeo and 
Hyde’s Mercedes Vito van were then 
searched. 

Officers found a blue box contain¬ 
ing £126,070, plus a bag containing 
£66,960 in Quick’s vehicle. Jarrett was carry¬ 
ing £4,000 in cash and two mobile phones, 
while Hyde had £300. Money seized from the 


defendants showed high traces of class A 
drugs, linking their crimes with drug deal¬ 
ing. Searches of the men’s addresses revealed 
a wealthy lifestyle, with two 
BMWs on Quick’s driveway 
alone. 

Judge Caddick said: “The 
proceeds of the sale of drugs 
mean only custodial sen¬ 
tences can be justified. 

“Money laundering is seri¬ 
ous in its effect if connected 
to the supply of class A 
drugs and is only second 
behind the supply and sale 
of drugs. Without your serv¬ 
ices, dealing drugs would be less fruitful.” 

Proceeds of Crime Act proceedings are 
under way. Hyde was considered to be a 


courier, used to for moving large amounts of 
cash from drug deals about. He had been 
paid about £600,000 and had £250,000 in 
assets. 

Kent Police have seized more than 
£320,000 in cash, and assets in the 
region of £2m, from the gang. 

Det Sgt Rob Haines said: “Kent 
Police worked in conjunction with 
other agencies to investigate an 
extensive money-laundering net¬ 
work. Officers uncovered large sums 
of money being transferred through 
bank accounts and being moved. 

“These sentences reflect the gravi¬ 
ty of criminality concerned. We will 
pursue anyone involved in the supply and 
distribution of drugs and those who launder 
their money.”

Cameron following 
Kent’s training lead 


EDUCATION chiefs at Kent County Council 
are claiming credit for a new Conservative 
strategy aimed at tackling unemployment, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Leader David Cameron announced at the party’s confer¬ 
ence on Monday that should the 
Tories be elected next year, they will 
place a greater emphasis on voca¬ 
tional training - something KCC 
has championed for years. 

There are more than 5,500 Kent 
youngsters studying subjects at 25 
industry-specific centres across the 
county, with a fur¬ 
ther 1,000 appren¬ 
ticeships offered as 
part of the Kent 
Success scheme. 

KCC chief Cllr 
Paul Carter said 
the authority’s 
approach to education and training had 
now been adopted as part of Mr Cameron’s 
Get Britain Working strategy. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It was 
announced at the conference that the 
Conservatives will launch at least 12 tech¬ 
nology schools based on the belief that 
vocational education should start at the 
age of 14. KCC has been groundbreaking in 
that by way of providing good quality cours¬ 
es of the pupils’ choice. 

‘We’re making good progress with that 
and it’s encouraging to see that recognised 
at a national level. 

Trouble 

“Unless we start creating engineers and 
scientists and regain a solid manufacturing 
base, we are going to be in trouble in the 
global economy. 

“The sooner young people wake up, smell 
the coffee and take up a good quality edu¬ 
cation, the better. I’m proud that we have 
started to lead the way with this in Kent.” 

One of the men who helped shape the Get 
Britain Working strategy was shadow min¬ 
ister for welfare reform Lord Freud, who 
lives in Kent and has struck up a friend¬ 
ship with Cllr Carter. 

KCC’s approach to education has result¬ 
ed in students’ performance at age 16 
improving year on year since 1995. 

The county has also seen an 11 per cent 
reduction in the number of young people 
not in education, employment or training - 
compared with a 12.2 per cent increase in 
the South East. 

However, the success of its grammar 
schools in particular has led to a situation 


where high-performing pupils from outside of Kent are 
travelling into the county and creating intense pres¬ 
sure for places. Cllr Carter has stated his desire for a 
new grammar school in west Kent, but such a develop¬ 
ment seems unlikely regardless of which party wins 
the next general election. 

He said: “The Conservatives have said they will pre¬ 
serve existing grammars. We have enormous pressure 
on west Kent and I would hope we can find a solution 
to that problem by having some type of school that has 
a selective element to it. 

“I think our results at GCSE prove a diverse range of 
good grammars and high schools are giving a better 
outcome than the bog-standard comprehensives.”

SHOPPERS receive better customer service in 
east Kent than in any other region in the 
South East, according to a new report. 

A study based on almost 140,000 mystery 
visits to stores throughout the UK revealed 
that the Canterbury postcode area - which 
also covers Thanet and parts of Dover and 
Shepway - scored a high satisfaction rating of 
82.39 per cent. 

However, other parts of Kent were not far 
behind as Medway scored 81.96 per cent, 
Dartford 81.71 per cent and Tonbridge 80.09 
per cent. 


Canterbury city centre co-ordinator Philippe 
Esclasse said he was not surprised by the 
results of the survey. 

He said: “I think many people in Canterbury 
have tried very hard to improve their cus¬ 
tomer service through in-house training and 
communication between different retailers 
and caterers. 

“We know people are very careful about how 
they spend their money, and because the last 
year has been so difficult it’s quite visible that 
shop-owners have been trying harder. 

“Canterbury is a city that receives about five 


million visitors a year, and we have to make 
sure a large proportion of these people return 
at some stage because this is our livelihood. 

“Earlier this year we employed the services 
of a mystery shopping company to visit some 
of the smaller stores, which is something the 
larger ones do on a regular basis. 

“We were extremely pleased with the 
results, and even those who didn’t score so 
highly were given advice and are now doing 
much better.” 

Despite the CT postcode area receiving the 
highest score in the South East, it was still 


only ranked 28th out of 119 in the country. 

London Eastern Central came top with 86.69 
per cent, followed by Worcester (85.22 per cent) 
and Lincoln (84.81 per cent). Bottom of the pile 
was Carlisle with 65.98 per cent - almost 10 
per cent below second-bottom Plymouth. 

The research was carried out by the mystery 
shopping firm Retail Eyes to mark National 
Customer Service Week. 

Chief executive Tim Ogle said: “Getting your 
customer service right is key to making money 
this season.

Critvernment is 

ur ged to look at 
claims pesticide 
‘ poisons ’ bees 


WILDLIFE campaigners have 
called for the Government to 
investigate claims a pesticide is to 
blame for the county’s dwindling 
bee population. 

Last year Kent’s bee-keepers witnessed as 
much as a 50 per cent drop in the amount of 
honey being produced, with some suggesting 
the insects could be wiped out by disease 
within a decade. 

However, a new report by the conservation 
trust Buglife suggests the removal of one 
pesticide - the neonicotinoid imidacloprid - 
could halt the decline and help ensure the 
security of Britain’s food supply. 

Wildlife conservationist Kerry King, from 
Hythe, is one of many calling on the 
Government to fund new research into the 
claims. 

He said: “It will cripple our country if we lose 
our honeybees because the lack of pollination 
will have a huge effect on our food chain. 

“Bees are unsung heroes and do more for 
us than any other insect, so if the Buglife 
report is to be believed - and there is no rea¬ 
son why it shouldn’t be - then this pesticide 
must be banned. 

“This is going to end up as a massive prob¬ 
lem, not just for us but the whole of Europe. 
We can’t afford to bury our heads in the sand 
and hope it will go away.” 

A third of all foodstuffs are dependant on 
pollination by honey bees, which also provide 
more than 50 per cent of the pollination of 
wild plants that the majority of other wildlife 
depends on.

According to Buglife, the pesticide in ques¬ 
tion - produced by the German firm Bayer - 
spreads a chemical throughout plants and 
into the nectar and pollen that bees and 
other insects then eat. 

The authors of the report say they are con¬ 
fident there is scientific evidence to prove 
that this causes bees to forage less and pro¬ 
duce fewer offspring. 

However, the Government’s current stance 
is that there is no evidence of an unaccept¬ 
able risk to bees from the neonicotinoids. 

Mr King said: “I think if the Government 
feels it can’t rely upon Buglife’s report then it 
needs to put aside a budget and instruct its 
own experts to prove or disprove the claims. 

“The declining bee population is more dev¬ 
astating to this country than unemployment 
because we don’t want to have to rely on 
importing in food from elsewhere.” 

Meanwhile, a new documentary entitled 
Vanishing of the Bees - narrated by British 
actress Emilia Fox - is due to be released 
next month. The 90-minute movie is part of 
The Co-operative’s Plan Bee project, which is 
also calling for the Government to investi¬ 
gate the declining population. 

Its website reads: “As the film outlines, 
there are numerous theories as to why the 
honeybee population has declined so alarm¬ 
ingly in recent years. 

“But we believe the role played by pesti¬ 
cides - and in particular the use of neonicoti¬ 
noids - should be investigated urgently.”

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‘If Bobby can go straight, 


As part of our behind-the-scenes look at the work 
of Kent Police, JANE BARLOW speaks with former 
armed robber Bobby Cummines, who has turned 
his life around. He talks about the positive work of 
our police force and how his own life has changed 


HAVING spent his teenage years 
in a young offenders’ institution 
and 13 years in an adult prison, 
you might not expect Bobby 
Cummines to be an advocate of 
the police. 

He was the youngest person in Britain to be 
convicted for possession of a sawn-off shot¬ 
gun, he was locked up for a series of armed 
robberies and at one point was described by 
the national media as the country’s most dan¬ 
gerous prisoner after taking a governor 
hostage and inciting prison riots. 

But a supporter of the police he is - after a 
conversation with an officer resulted in him 
turning his life around, and also because of 
the work being done by Kent Police. 

Today, Bobby’s life as a gangster is behind 
him. He now runs a charity for reformed 
offenders in Snodland and is a House of 
Commons advisor on crime and prisons. He 
has recently been invited to a Buckingham 
Palace garden party, and he was at 10 
Downing Street with the Open University, 
with which he studied during his sentence, as 
it celebrated its 40th anniversary. 

Mr Cummines said: “The officer who arrest¬ 
ed me for the robberies came to see me after 
I’d been sentenced. He said I had a good brain 
and why didn’t I use it for business instead of 
crime. The judge had said a similar thing and 
I thought about it the whole way through my 
sentence. Later, the same thing was said to 
me by a prison education officer and a proba¬ 
tion officer, so I started studying. I was in soli¬ 
tary confinement a lot of the time, so I read.” 

Mr Cummines studied psychology, sociology, 


economics, politics and housing and went on to 
get a degree. He got a job with a housing asso¬ 
ciation and later became a volunteer with the 
probation service. He married a prison librar¬ 
ian and a few years later had a daughter. 

But with a criminal record in tow, getting 
his first job was not easy - which is why he 
helped set up the charity Unlock. 

Alongside this he also teams up with Kent 
Police and youth workers to run sessions for 
youngsters to urge them against getting 
involved with crime. 

Scared 

Kent Police officer PC Paul Richardson, a 
safer school partnership co-ordinator in 
Maidstone, said: “Bobby has helped with a 
course for children who were thought likely to 
be excluded from school or to become involved 
in crime. He talks about his experiences and 
the damage a criminal record can have. 

“Preventing youngsters getting involved in 
trouble is beneficial to the whole community.” 

Although Mr Cummines had been involved 
in gang violence, been shot and shot at other 
people, talking to schoolchildren scared him. 

He said: “I heard about police in Kent organ-

ising discos for children to get them off the 
streets and I though that was great. I thought 
if they can do something, so can I. But I knew 
prisons, I didn’t know anything about kids.” 


However, it didn’t take long for Mr 
Cummines to get the hang of it and he is 
thrilled when teachers tell him that months 
after one of his talks pupils are still walking 
around quoting his two catch phrases - “mugs 
take drugs” and “fools carry tools”. 

Mr Cummines said: “I’ve seen the reality of 
prison and I don’t want that for any kid.” 

He also has involvement with two commu¬ 
nity police officers in Snodland High Street. 

He said: “They come to me and say they 
have a kid who is going off the rails and have 
I got any ideas. The officers are part of the 
community. They find problems and they find 
solutions. Here in Kent we have a police force 
we can be proud of. But people need to 
remember that crime isn’t a police problem - 
it is a problem for us as a society and to 
reduce it we all need to work together.” 

Going straight 

Mr Cummines is full of praise for Kent Police: 
“They are pro-active in preventing crime. They 
get involved before there is a problem, rather 
than picking up the pieces afterwards. 

“I’m all for their neighbourhood policing. 
Community officers show young people and 
parents that they are human and approach¬ 
able. When people see officers out and about 
on the streets it takes away the fear of crime.” 

The next chapter in Mr Cummines’ life is a 
second marriage and a teenage stepson. He 
also plans to continue the work of Unlock, 
which initially focused on raising the profile 
of the needs and views of ex-offenders but has 
developed into a charity to provide practical 
support and advice for people going straight.

How come Kent Police cannot afford its 
own helicopter and we always have to use 
the Essex force’s one? 

James Parnell, Westgate-on-Sea 

In the past we have relied on a policy of assis¬ 
tance from other forces when we have need¬ 
ed to use a helicopter, but increasing costs 
and reduced availability meant we had to 
examine a new way of providing air support. 

To run our own dedicated service would 
cost at least £8 million to set up, and take 
two years before it was fully implemented. 
Working with Essex meant we could do this 
immediately and without having to put in a 
big initial investment. 

The joint working with Essex has meant 
the use of the helicopter in Kent has 
increased by 700 per cent compared to the 
previous arrangement. 

What police safety procedures are in place 
at Manston airport in the event of a crash 
on the water supply? 

D Amrong, Ramsgate 

Air travel is one of the safest forms of trans¬ 
port both for passengers and for freight. 

Before an airport is licensed its manage¬ 
ment have to meet very high safety stan¬ 
dards, and their ability to provide these is 
regularly checked. 

Kent Police are identified as the lead emer¬ 
gency service and have officers who have 
specific areas of expertise that enable them 
to deal with any crisis. Our prepara¬ 
tions are built around regular 
exercises with other emer¬ 
gency services and agen¬ 
cies which test those 
plans to the limit. As 
part of that we do pre¬ 
pare for the crash of 
an aircraft and con¬ 
tamination of nearby 
water supplies. 

The critical role is 
knowing what to do 
immediately after any 
disaster, and the rigor¬ 
ous and repeated testing 
of our plans means I am 
confident we can deal with 
this and other possibilities. We 
also have the ability to call on extra 
resources both nationally and international¬ 
ly if they are needed. 

How has the transformation of the 
Stanhope estate in Ashford had an impact 
on crime figures? And if those figures have 
dropped, how important is tackling the 
core living conditions of people in terms of 
fighting criminal behaviour? 

Sue Baker, Ashford 
Major work to regenerate this area has 
taken place in the last few years and part of 
the task has been to reduce crime. 

Through the efforts of police community 
support officers, neighbourhood wardens and 
two dedicated police officers with responsibil¬ 


ity for Stanhope ward we have reduced crim¬ 
inal damage and antisocial behaviour by 16 
per cent in the year 2008-09. 

This does not mean we are reducing the 
effort we dedicate to the area, but we need 
the continued support of people who take a 
pride in their community, in reporting crime 
to us. If people report incidents the police and 
council can target those who may try to 
destroy the good work that has been done in 
transforming Stanhope. 

What is Kent Police’s child protection policy 
and what lessons have Kent Police learned 
as a result of the Baby P case?

The key objective of our child protection pol¬ 
icy is to safeguard children and investigate 
child abuse and neglect. 

Lord Laming’s report in 2003 into the trag¬ 
ic death of Victoria Climbie resulted in a 
number of significant changes in the way in 
which child abuse is managed. 

In April, 2004, Kent Police Child Abuse 
Investigation Units were re-structured, 
staffing levels significantly increased and a 
substantial amount of money invested. Last 
year Kent Police Authority added £750,000 
to provide an increased number of officers to 
manage and monitor offenders. 

Child Abuse Investigation Units within 

Kent Police are dedicated solely to the role 
of investigating child abuse, and are run 
by highly trained investigators who 
are specialists in the field of 
identifying offences commit¬ 
ted against children. 

The force has estab¬ 
lished a Public Protec¬ 
tion Unit, based at our 
headquarters, which 
is responsible for 
protecting vulnera- 
| ble people. 

We also work close¬ 
ly with key partners 
and other agencies. In 
many cases it is only 
when information from 
a range of sources is put 
together that risk to chil¬ 
dren can be identified and 
properly assessed. 

Lord Laming’s latest report, following 
the death of Baby Peter, outlines 58 recom¬ 
mendations across all statutory agencies - 
13 of these relate to the police service. 

In Kent we are in a strong position to 
take forward all the recommendations made 
by Lord Laming. My chief officer team, and 
the Police Authority, have identified this as 
a key priority.

FISHERMEN have admitted 
defeat in their battle against 
planned EU legislation that 
could decimate the recreational 
sea-angling industry. 


justified by any factual evidence, and 
that member states are not able to con¬ 
trol tens of thousands of boats and mil¬ 
lions of anglers. 

A decision could be made as early as 
next month, with the new policy intro¬ 
duced on January 1. 

South East Tory MEP, Daniel Hannan, 
who is a member of the European 
Parliament’s Committee on Fisheries, said: 


‘We tried but failed to delete Article 47. 

“It was a long, hard, gruelling war of 
attrition but we were overwhelmed. 
What would be much better would be 
if the UK was to opt out of the Common 
Fisheries Policy altogether. 

“To do that would mean us looking 
more closely at us being a member of 
the EU, which is something I am in 
favour of anyway.”

Kent’s boat charter companies, tackle 
shops and other related businesses fear 
financial ruin if they are forced to abide 
by the same strict quotas proposed for 
commercial fishermen throughout the 
Continent. 

The European Anglers Alliance (EAA) 
- which includes the UK-based Angling 
Trust - has spent more than eight 
months attempting to convince the 
European Commission to delete Article 
47 of the Common Fisheries Policy, but 
its appeals have fallen on deaf ears. 

Should the EU’s Council of Ministers 
accept the policy later this year without 
acknowledging the Alliance’s concerns, 
then sea anglers throughout Europe 
may find themselves having to count 
and record everything they catch. 

Frustrating 

Those figures would then count against 
the UKs fishing quota allowance. 

Angling Trust campaigner Leon 
Roskilly, from Rainham, said: “There 
are people in some countries on the 
Continent that use large nets to catch 
fish, and we had hoped to get the 
Commission to recognise the differ¬ 
ence between that and recreational 
angling and bring in a more appropri¬ 
ate regulation. 

“Unfortunately we’ve failed in that. 
It’s fiustrating because there are no great 
problems that need to be addressed with 
recreational sea angling. We’ve just been 
scooped up in it all. 

“The Commission just doesn’t have 
the information or the data down to the 
level it needs to understand the vast dif¬ 
ferences in the fishing sectors.” 

Due to its failure to get Article 47 
amended, the EAA has now lodged an 
official objection and called for the 
Council of Ministers to delete it entirely.

“I was working 12-hour days and 12-hour nights, so one of the first 
things I did was become a full-time dad. 

“I can’t speak for other winners, but I think having struggled in the 
past does make you appreciate it a lot more. Although I’d love to go out 
and buy a sports car, we’re not going to waste the money because we 
want to continue to live a comfortable 
life. We’ve had good times in the past 
and difficult times, too. But now there 
will hopefully be a lot more of the good 
times.” 

The South East is home to just over 
250 lottery millionaires, with the 
Medway postcode area - which 
includes parts of Swale and 
Maidstone - the luckiest in the UK. 

According to the National Lottery, 

Medway punters have raked in more 
than £94m since the balls started 
rolling, with one in every 5,717 eligi¬ 
ble residents having scooped a prize. 

However, Mr Wright revealed 
becoming an overnight millionaire 
can have its problems. 

He said: “Unfortunately, my two

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younger boys went to school the next 
day and told everyone we’d won, so I 
didn’t have a lot of choice in going 
public. Some distant members of our 
family have become very bitter and 
twisted about it because they seem to 
think they’re all entitled to some. 

‘We’ve helped out our nearest and 
dearest, but we’re being very careful 
with our money.” 

Monday’s celebration at Brighton’s 
Grand Hotel was also attended by for¬ 
mer Met Police officer Tony Stubley, 
44, from Chatham, and Dartford pen¬ 
sioners Ted and Marilyn Newton.

I was based in Peckham 
at the time and it’s not a very nice 
area at all, so I was glad to get out.

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From little ships a 
great rescue grew

PRIVATE boat-owners who helped 
rescue 338,000 soldiers from the 
beaches of Dunkirk will be cele¬ 
brated in a new documentary. 

Next year the BBC will mark the 70th 
anniversary of one of the most important oper¬ 
ations of World War Two by screening Little 
Ships - an hour-long programme dedicated to 
the hundreds of fishing vessels, pleasure crafts 
and paddle steamers that aided the evacuation. 

The documentary will be presented by histo¬ 
rian Dan Snow, son of legendary Channel 4 
newsreader Peter. 

Producer-director Linda Sands is now 
appealing for anyone involved in the rescue 
mission to get in touch with a view to being 
interviewed for the show. 


She said: “This is one of the last times we 
will be able to hear the testimonies from these 
soldiers and boat-owners because so few of 
them are left now. It’s important to remember 
what these people did for us.” 

Operation Dynamo was launched on May 
26, 1940, when the Nazis had more than 
338,000 British and French soldiers pegged 
back on the beaches of Dunkirk. 

Then-Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
feared the worst until the British Admiralty 
appealed for all private boat owners to assist 
the Navy in its rescue mission by giving up 
their vessels. 

But many insisted on personally doing their 
bit for the war effort by taking charge of their 
own boats and travelling across the Channel 
from Ramsgate. 

Mrs Sands said: “I think Churchill gave a 
certain amount of spin to the media in saying 
Britain was on the verge of a massive defeat to 
the Nazis, but the fact it helped rescue 338,000 
soldiers was absolutely amazing.

“The people needed something positive to 
cling onto. They knew it was propaganda but 
they didn’t mind because they all wanted to 
pitch in together and do their bit. It was a dif¬ 
ferent time back then. 

“I wonder if the Government of today 
asked for 1,000 private pilots to fly over to 
Afghanistan to rescue our troops, how 
many would actually do so?” 

About 40 of the little ships of Dunkirk 
that are still seaworthy will repeat the voy¬ 
age next year to mark the 70th anniversary. 

Dan Snow, who is the resident hist¬ 
orian on BBC’s The One Show, will speak 


to some of the current owners of the vessels for 
the documentary. 

Mrs Sands said: “A lot of the boats are very 
old and need a lot of work, but they’re a real 
labour of love. One guy even bought a boat for 
£1 but now needs to raise £30,000 to get it up 
and running. He’s a real history buff' and the 
previous owner sold it to him because he want¬ 
ed somebody who understood what an impor¬ 
tant role it played in the war.”

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MP has ‘no respect’ 
for Emin’s tax moan

A LABOUR MP has launched a 
withering attack on controversial 
artist Tracey Emin after she 
threatened to become a tax exile. 

Margate born and raised, Emin shocked the 
art world with her displays like an unmade 
bed, and a tent embroidered with the name of 
everyone she had ever slept with. 

But now she has bitterly attacked Gordon 
Brown’s plan to introduce a 50 per cent income 
tax on Britain’s rich and famous. 

One of the best known leaders of the Britart 
movement, she is threatening to move full 
time to her home in France to escape the high 
tax bracket. 

Her outburst has angered Labour MP Steve 
Ladyman, the member for South Thanet, who 
said he has lost all respect for her. 

If Emin leaves Britain, she will follow a long 
line of sports and music stars who have 
become tax exiles. Many, such as Formula One 
heroes like David Coulthard and Lewis 
Hamilton, have homes in Monaco. 

But Emin, 46, said she is livid with the new 
tax bracket for those who earn over £150,000, 
or just over £400 a day. The 50 per cent tax 
would cut that and force people to live on ‘just’ 
£210 a day. It comes into force next April.

She said she is ‘Very seriously considering 
leaving Britain”, adding: “I’m simply not will¬ 
ing to pay tax at 50 per cent.” 

She added that the French make the artist 
much more welcome than the British. 

Emin said: “The French have lower tax rates 
and they appreciate arts and culture.” 

France has a top tax rate of 40 per cent, plus 
a wealth tax of just over half a per cent for 
those with assets of more than £723,000. But 
artists are granted more subsidies. 

Emin continued to lay into life in Britain and 
said: “The taxes are too high, there aren’t 
enough incentives to work hard, and our politi¬ 
cians have put me off” 

Of the new tax, she said: “I reckon it would 
mean me paying about 65p in every pound 
with tax, National Insurance and so on.” 


Some experts believe around 25,000 people 
are considering fleeing the UK shores to avoid 
the tax. The Treasury says it could raise as 
much £2.5 billion a year by 2011-12. 

Emin’s attack continued: “This Labour gov¬ 
ernment has had no understanding for the 
arts. At least in France their politicians have 
always understood the importance of culture 
and they have traditionally helped out artists 
with subsidy and some tax advantages. 

“We simply have what I call ‘ambition politi¬ 
cians’ who go from one department to another 
for career reasons.” 

Dr Ladyman was dismayed at the attack 
from the artist, and lambasted her for the out¬ 
spoken comments. 

He said: “It’s amazing isn’t it? 

“People like Emin are forever preaching to 
us that the Government doesn’t spend enough 
on the arts and all the other worthy ‘celebrity’ 
causes but as soon as the tax bill drops 
through their door then it’s ‘I’m off to where 
the grass is greener’. 

“I’m afraid I’ve lost all respect for Ms Emin 
after this comment.” 

Emin will be at the Frieze art fair in London 
this week and will reportedly offer to design 
and make personalised neon signs for up to 10 
buyers each willing to pay £65,000. If this hap¬ 
pens the works will make her £650,000, or 
£325,000 after the new tax. 

Last week Conservative Party leader David 
Cameron said he would like to have his por¬ 
trait painted by Emin. 


Card skimming 
device found on 
cash machine 

POLICE have warned against using cash¬ 
point machines after a ‘card skimming’ 
device was found on a bank ATM machine. 

The discovery was made at Barclays 
Bank in The Square, Sevenoaks, on 
Saturday, October 3, just before 6pm. 

Two men acting suspiciously near the 
machine ran off when they saw police 
approaching them. 

The officers discovered a camera device 
attached to the machine and at least two 
people whose cards may have been compro¬ 
mised. Police are still hunting the two men 
who ran off.

A new buzzword is 
coming into season 

Every now and then some media commentator car¬ 
ries out a survey investigating the current most pop¬ 
ular buzz-words. 

Were such a survey to be carried out now, there is little doubt 
that the word local' would feature high on the list. 

Used as an adjective and applied to fruit and vegetables, it is a 
highly emotive term that conjures up all sorts of things that are 
'good'. Surely it's 'good' to have fruit that hasn't built up huge air 
miles en route to retailers' shelves? Isn't it 'good' to know the 
food we put on our plates has spin-offs for the British economy 
in the way in which it helps to create jobs? Surely it's 'good' to 
know every regionally produced apple we eat helps to keep the 
Kent countryside the stunningly mixed landscape for which it is 
rightly renowned? 

In just a matter of weeks, those who advocate buying region¬ 
ally produced food will have some big decisions to make. 

We are coming to the end of the season - and the variety and 
guantities of UK-produced salads, fruit and vegetables will 
reduce accordingly. Despite modern growing technigues and the 
use of polytunnels and other means of dealing with variable 
weather, the ranges of crops that can be produced in the coming 
months are much more limited. Surely we need another buzz¬ 
word? 'Seasonal'. 

It's a fact that we now have a generation of young cooks who 
have little or no idea what 'seasonal' actually means. Why should 
they, having been brought up at a time when just about every 
type of fruit and vegetable is available to us all-year-round? 

Celebrity chefs such as Jamie Oliver, Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall 
and Gordon Ramsay are extolling the virtues of using in-season 
ingredients. (By this they mean, of course, those that have been 
grown in this country). 

The chefs are coming up with great dishes that prove the ver¬ 
satility of genuinely seasonal produce. With winter approaching, 
we should be majoring on root vegetables - and, hopefully, the 
avidly-watched TV chefs will soon be proving that 'boring' such 
vegetables most definitely are not. 

Hadlow College already makes a substantial contribution to 
'seasonal' produce. 

The college is a joint venture owner (with Kent County 
Council) of Produced in Kent, the marketing organisation that is 
making real strides in promoting Kent produce. 

The college's Broadview Tearoom - current holder of the 
south-east region Rural Enterprise Award - makes almost exclu¬ 
sive use of regionally produced, seasonally available fresh ingre¬ 
dients. Healthy eating is a priority in the student refectory too - 
and the menu there always includes fresh, seasonally available 
salads, vegetables and fruit.

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Grieving mum 
films TV ad to 
fight cocaine 
threat to kids 

A DISTRAUGHT mother whose 
daughter died after taking cocaine 
on a night out has featured in a 
hard-hitting advert on ITV to warn 
others about the dangers of recre¬ 
ational drugs, writes Marijke Cox. 

Angela Pett, 46, from Gravesend, said she 
hopes it will prevent other families from suf¬ 
fering the same heartbreak she and her hus¬ 
band Ian, 48, and son Joe, 23, felt when 20- 
year-old Haniska died last October. 

The young hairdresser was rushed to hos¬ 
pital after taking cocaine during an evening 
out with friends, but died just seven hours 
after ingesting the lethal concoction. 

Tests found the drug had been cut with 
worming tablets normally used on cows, 
ecstasy and amphetamines. It contained just 
five per cent cocaine. 

Determined 

Angela, with the help of Kent Police, has 
now launched a campaign to stop others 
killing themselves with the drug. 

The advert, made by Kent-based Southside 
TV, is the first step in her battle against “par¬ 
asite” drug dealers. 

Angela said: “This is really important to 
me. Nothing can bring Haniska back. I will 
never hold her again, never give her a cuddle 
or see her smile. 

‘We have been through agony and I don’t 
want any other family to suffer in this way.” 

Angela admitted to Kent on Sunday that 
filming the advert was very emotional, but 
that it was something that needed to be done. 

“It was very difficult. I thought I’d be

strong, but there were tears,” she said. 

“I felt that by doing the advert myself - as 
a parent who has lost a child - it would have 
more effect than a police officer doing it. 

“People need to be warned about the dan¬ 
gers of cocaine, they need to realise they 
could kill themselves by taking it.” 

Ad director Martin Smith said: “Although 
she was tearful as she remembered what had 
happened to Haniska, she was determined 
that her story must be told.” 

Angela first launched her campaign in the 
hope she could go to Kent schools to educate 
youngsters about the detrimental effect 
drugs can have on a person and their family. 

Since it began, Gravesend Grammar School 
for Boys has invited her to talk to pupils. 

Kent Police have seized more than £1 mil¬ 
lion of cocaine from the county’s streets in 
the last 18 months. 


Government spending cuts 
threaten epilepsy sufferers 


EPILEPSY patients have voiced their anger 
at Government plans to cut spending on 
anti-seizure drugs, writes Steve Knight. 

Sufferers are currently prescribed individ¬ 
ual medication depending on how seriously 
they are affected, but from January pharma¬ 
cists will be forced to buy only the cheapest 
drugs in an effort to cut costs. 

Opponents say the move will mean 
patients having to give up driving and cer¬ 
tain jobs due to the increased risk of seizures. 

Roger Kendall is a trustee of the Heme 
Bay-based charity Epilepsy HERE (Help, 
Education and Research for Epilepsy). 

He said: “Any change to a prescription can 
affect people with epilepsy very seriously. 

“It’s very difficult to judge the effect of a 
particular medication on an individual suf¬ 
ferer, but once you finally have control over 
your seizures any slight change to the brand 
or dosage can bring them back again. 

“Up to 1,000 people die every year as a 
result of seizures, so this isn’t a trivial com¬ 
plaint. We’re trying to pressure the 
Government into changing its mind and I 
can see no reason why it shouldn’t.” 

Under the Pharmaceutical Price 
Regulation Scheme, pharmacists will be 


expected to automatically substitute a 
branded dmg with a cheaper version, regard¬ 
less of what is stated on a prescription. 

The national charity Epilepsy Action esti¬ 
mates the proposals could affect as many as 
50,000 people with epilepsy in the UK. 

Deputy chief executive Simon 
Wigglesworth said: “There is significant evi¬ 
dence to indicate that people may experience 
difficulties when switching between versions 
of anti-epileptic drugs. 

“Any financial gain from this scheme can¬ 
not be justified, given the potential risks to 
people with epilepsy. We are not convinced 
there will be any cost saving.” 

A Department of Health official said it was 
refining its proposals, with formal consulta¬ 
tion due to begin later this autumn. 

He added: “Generic substitution forms an 
integral part of the scheme, which aims to 
ensure we have fair prices that give value for 
money to the taxpayer as well as a fair 
return for the industry. 

“Currently there is nothing to prevent the 
prescribing of a particular generic or brand of 
dmg if the prescriber considers it essential. 
Our proposals for implementation of generic 
substitution will maintain this position.”

Awareness critical to success 

Graham Gibbens stresses 

the importance behind 
good mental health care

DID you know that one 
in four people will expe¬ 
rience some kind of men¬ 
tal health difficulty in 
their lifetime? 

Yesterday was World Mental 
Health Day. It is true that aware¬ 
ness days pop up all over the 
place, but I believe this one is 
especially important because 
mental health is something that 
has an impact on many people, in 
every comer of the county and 
from every walk of life. 

Having a day dedicated to rais¬ 
ing awareness is a great way to 
raise the profile of some of the 
imaginative work being done in 
Kent. This includes things like 
art and exercise on prescription, 
which is available through the 
National Health Service - an 
approach that can be every bit as 
effective as tablets. 

Getting out and about can also 
help people feel less isolated, 
which is something that fuels 
depression, and exercise releases 
chemicals in the brain that make 
you feel better. 

It’s this kind of approach that I 
know can change the way we 
respond to mental health. 

Recently I went to Whitstable 
to see A Place at the Table, an 
exhibition at the Somerset 
Maugham Gallery and organised 
by Canterbury Mind the Gap. 

I also visited a presentation of 
the History of Mental Health. 
Both these events are doing the 


vital job of telling people about 
the reality of mental health. 

I hope that events taking place 
around World Mental Health 
Day will grasp another impor¬ 
tant opportunity - the chance to 
tackle the problems of stigma 
head on. We know that many 
people feel uncertain, or even 
frightened, when they face some¬ 
thing they don’t understand. 

There is a lot that people don’t 
understand about mental health. 

The result is that often people 
with mental health problems find 
they are treated differently. It is 
unacceptable that people are seen 
as weak or picked on because 
they are not in good health. 

It doesn’t matter whether we’re 
talking about low-level anxiety 
or depression, or something more 
complex - understanding it and 
accepting people who are suffer¬ 
ing is the only way forward. 

Perhaps one measure of the 
success of World Mental Health 
Day will be in seeing more people 
come to understand the impor¬ 
tance of good mental health and 
the need to support those who 
are facing problems. 

The inspiring thing about rais¬ 


ing awareness is that it brings to 
our attention how much excellent 
work is already being done by 
people who are passionate about 
getting people the right care. 

The way that care and support 
is done is changing all the time. 

This is partly because the people 
who get that care are invited to tell 
us how we could do it better. It is 
also because we never assume 
that we’ve got all the answers. 

There is a determination to get 
better at prevention, making sure 
that people can get the right sup¬ 
port locally, when they are first 
aware of a problem, rather than 
waiting until the problem gets 
worse. People can refer them¬ 
selves for psychological therapy 
and don’t have to go through their 
GP, and a lot of the other primary 
care provided by the health serv¬ 
ice can be crucial to tackling men¬ 
tal health early on. 

I’m proud of the work that 
Kent County Council does to help 
people who need long-term sup¬ 
port, such as residential care and 
help for carers. 

Employment support plays a 
part, too - helping those who want 
to get back to work and those who 


want to keep their job while facing 
mental health problems. 

There are also informal day 
services, advocacy services to 
make sure voices are heard, and 
the all-important forums that 
give those who use mental health 
services a chance to say how they 
could be better. 

All the work that is done by the 
county council is only valuable, 
however, because of the way all 
the organisations work together. 

Sometimes the organisations 
work together so closely that it can 
be hard to tell where one stops and 
another starts. This closeness 
makes us all more effective - from 
the county, district and borough 
councils to the primary care trusts, 
voluntary and community organi¬ 
sations and the Kent and Medway 
mental health partnership trust. 

One thing I am sure of is that 
we will keep on listening and 
looking carefully at what we do 
and how we do it.

No need for GM crops

And there is no 
doubt that rising demand for seeds for food¬ 
growing signals an exceptional shift in atti¬ 
tudes. Public action to secure fresh, locally- 
produced food is to be celebrated. 

It is an appropriate response to recession, 
as is growing more of your own food, and part 
of the Green New Deal I am advocating for 
the UK. Kent has the special advantage of 


large areas of productive land, despite the 
best efforts of planners and developers to use 
up far too much of it. Public pressure for local 
food and allotments is building for the kind of 
future we need - may there be more of it.

Tories love a fast buck 

At Monday’s cabinet meeting, Medway 
Council’s Tories ignored the pleas of parents, 
staff, governors and children and confirmed 
their decision to shut St John’s Infant School 
in Chatham. The Tories claimed: 

• The Government was making them close 
schools. Not true. School organisation is a 
matter for local councils, under the 1998 
School Standards Act. 

• They had to close schools to get rid of sur¬ 
plus places. Not true. There are just 15 sur¬ 
plus places at St John’s. 

• Teachers were retiring. Not true. No teach¬ 
ers have handed in their notice. 

• There are plenty of places for St John’s chil¬ 
dren at other schools. Untrue. Nearby schools 
only have a handful of the places needed. 

The Tories quoted selectively from the 
school’s Ofsted report. The report was not due 
for publication until October 8 and should not 
have been mentioned at the meeting on 
Monday for reasons of confidentiality. 

Not a single reason given justified the deci¬ 
sion to close St John’s, the information used 
was untrue, and confidential information has 
been used inappropriately. All of which begs 
the question, why close St John’s? 

People have suspected for some time the 
real reason is land. A developer would find St 
John’s an attractive proposition and, as with 
Ridge Meadow, the Tories can’t resist the 
chance to sell off sites for a fast buck. Is land 
really more important to them than children?

SIX apprentices have joined a 
new scheme at a shopping centre 
to develop expert skills in retail.

Country Parks 
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Take a walk through Linton and discover the 
Greensand Way 


Enjoy open parkland, orchards, oasts and incredible panoramic 
views over the Weald to the South Downs on this truly memorable 
4 mile (6.4 km) walk. 

The walk starts in the enchanting village of Linton, just a stone’s 
throw from the hustle and bustle of Maidstone town centre.The 
route quickly leads you on to the Greensand Way, following the 
ridge high above the River Beult.The Greensand Way, a wonderful 
108-mile long distance route, starts in Haselmere, Surrey, and ends 
in Hamstreet, in Kent. 

As you embark on the first leg of the route you may catch a 
glimpse of the impressive white walls of Linton Park House that 
can be seen though the trees.The pathway passes through light 
woodland and copses of holly, sycamore and sweet chestnut. 

Continue on past well-established orchards, which provide a mass 
of blossom in spring and a wonderful rich apple scent in autumn 
months.The high hedges around the orchards provide the fruit 
trees with much needed shelter from adverse weather. As you 
continue on, the views open up again on your right and on a clear 
day you can see Goudhurst village. 


Did you know? 


► Stone from the Greensand Ridge has been quarried here since Roman times for building.The last quarry closed in 
the 1960s. 

► The oldest part of The Bull Inn at Linton is believed to date from the 16th century when it was built as a watering hole 
for travellers.The pub is reputed to be haunted and there are tales of hidden secret tunnels. 

► Fallow deer have wandered in Boughton Monchelsea place for more than 300 years. 

► St Nicholas Church, at Linton, was struck by lightning in 1838. Part of the spire was destroyed. 

► Apples originated in the Middle East more than 4,000 years ago.They probably came to the UK with the Romans but it 
was really in the Norman era that specially cultivated varieties spread across Europe. Apple growing was in decline in 
England following the Black Death and the Wars of the Roses. Orchards were revived by Henry VIII who instructed his 
fruiterers to scour the known world for the best varieties, which he planted in Kent. 
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Even more dramatic views can be enjoyed as you follow the 
route alongside St Peter’s Church in the village of Boughton 
Monchelsea.The lychgate to the church was constructed, 
without nails, in 1470 and is believed to be the second oldest 
in the country. 

Also en route, Boughton Monchelsea Place strikes an 
imposing presence across the surrounding countryside. 
Standing in 165 acres of grounds this Elizabethan stone-built 
manor boasts its own lake, deer park and woodland. 

Sleepy cattle and sheep languish in nearby fields as you pass 
by heading towards Linton Park. In the heart of the park you 
cannot fail to stop and take in the scene that surrounds you. 
The imposing white palladian mansion house with its high 
flagpole sits amongst the beautiful parkland. Continue 
onwards across the park to reach the lake; in the 
summertime filled with water lillies and a popular habitat 
for wildfowl. 

Arriving back in Linton,The Bull Inn is conveniently situated 
for a welcome rest and refreshment stop.

The Shorne Woods Country Park 
Community Archaeology Project 

Since 2006, a Lottery funded community project has sought 
to better understand the archaeology of Shorne Woods 
Country Park, in Gravesend.

Over 700 hundred years 
ago this was the seat of 
the de Cobham family.

Although the 
dig is run by KCC 
archaeologists, all of the 
diggers are local 
volunteers and schools. 

New volunteers are always welcome. 

The project is also investigating prehistoric and recent 
industrial sites. Over the winter we will be running survey 
days and finds processing activities. 




Anglo-Saxons in Sittingbourne 

An exciting archaeological project 
was launched in September in the 
Forum shopping centre in 
Sittingbourne. 

Volunteers from the local community | 
are being trained to help with 
the scientific conservation of the 
astonishing array of 2,500 objects unearthed during the 
excavation of a major Anglo-Saxon cemetery. 


The precious artefacts include a perfectly 
preserved pair of glass drinking vessels, 
weapons, brooches and decorative glass 
beads.The conserved finds will be 
on display for all to see at the end of 
the project. 


Anglo-Saxon CSI (Conservation Science 
Investigations) Sittingbourne is organised by Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust (CAT) conservator Dana Goodburn- 
Brown, and Sittingbourne Heritage Centre, with funding 
from Marston’s Inns and Taverns and a grant from Kent 
County Council.

Did you know that the average family with children wastes over £600 
of good food every year: enough to fund a household utility bill! 


So how does all this food end up being wasted? 


Of the total amount of food that we throw away, over four million 
tonnes is completely avoidable.This is good food that could have 
been eaten. How often do you find that the ‘use by’ date on a 
packet of ham or sausages has been and gone and you end up 
throwing it away? The most common reason for this good food 
being wasted is that it is left and unused - over a quarter of the 
food left is thrown away whole, unopened or untouched and 19% 
of this is still in date! 


Another reason for wasting this food is because we prepare 
and cook too much and either leave it on the plate or throw it 
away unserved. 


Kent councils, through the Kent Waste Partnership, are encouraging residents to follow simple steps 

from the Love Food Hate Waste Campaign to reduce the amount of food we all throw away. A dedicated website has been 
created www.lovefoodhatewaste.com/kent which can help with meal planning to stop food getting forgotten at the back of the 

fridge.There is also information about understanding date 
labels, portioning, storage, rescue and revival tips for food, and 
finally lots of recipe ideas. 


Many recipes are ‘cook once, eat twice’ ideas designed to save 
time. Even something as simple as taking a few minutes to 
rummage in the cupboards and fridge and then writing a list 
before going shopping can save time and prevent the mistake of 
buying things we already have in stock. 


Many of us find it hard to believe and often the response is “but I 
don’t waste food!” However 84% of us currently do not realise the 
amount of good food we are wasting every day.The research shows 
that all of us waste food - it’s not a generational thing! 


The Love Food Hate Waste campaign is not set up to make us 
feel bad about wasting food but is to give us lots of easy tips to 
save up to £50 a month simply by making the most of the food 
we buy. 

The good news is that when we become aware of what 
we are wasting, most of us are prepared to do something 
about it.

Recycle for Kent 
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We’re ready for winter 


Kent Highway Services are here to keep Kent moving and the roads as safe as possible, which takes more care and planning 
during the winter months.We are already prepared to deal with winter weather conditions affecting our roads.While we know 
that severe weather is most likely to be experienced in December, January and February, ice and snow can occur both before 
and later, and as we all know, the weather can sometimes be unpredictable. 


Treating the roads is often referred to as ‘gritting’ but we 
actually use crushed rock salt, not grit, to help prevent ice, 
frost and snow forming on road surfaces.We already have 
around 20,000 tonnes of salt stockpiled at seven depots 
throughout Kent. Over the winter period we have a system 
in place to manage salt stocks to try and ensure there is 
always enough, no matter how bad the weather gets. 

We have a primary salting route network which includes the 
A and B roads and busy commuter routes; we treat these 
whenever we expect ice, frost and snow. In more severe 
winter weather, such as snow, we will also treat as many 
other roads as we can.There are agreements with farmers 
across Kent who will plough the more rural routes when we 
get snow. 

From mid-October to mid-April we monitor the weather 
closely. Information is gathered every hour from 13 weather 
stations and then merged with a detailed weather forecast. 
The resulting information is issued to us three times a day by 
our forecast agency and specially trained winter duty officers 
assess this and turn it into a Kent Road Weather Forecast. 

This level of detail is crucial for making sure that we salt 
routes as effectively as possible. Roads absorb heat during the 
day and release it at night, so while grass next to a road may 


have a light frost, the road temperature could be higher which 
means it may not need salting. 

The road forecast gives precise details about which routes 
need to be salted, how much salt to put down and, most 
importantly, when to salt. We aim to lay salt at the point just 
before the road freezes to get its full benefit - even if that’s 
3am - and in severe weather we will do two runs or more in 
one night. Using this forecast technology means we’re salting 
at the right time, first time. 

Last winter was one of the wettest and coldest for over a 
decade. Due to our planning and preparations the majority of 
our roads were kept open, snow was cleared and we had 
enough salt in stock to carry out non-stop night time salting 
runs when necessary.This year we’re well prepared for the 
winter ahead.You can help keep yourself safe too by making 
sure that your car is in good condition and you’re prepared 
for bad weather before it gets here! 

We will do as much as possible to help keep you safe during 
the winter months but this does rely on sensible driving and 
drivers taking account of the differing weather conditions. 
Even a light frost can make untreated roads slippery so please 
slow down, leave a bigger gap between you and the car in 
front and brake gently in icy conditions. 


Did you know? 


► There are 53 salting routes across Kent covering 30% of the road network. 

► Each route has a dedicated salting vehicle and snow plough plus some spares. 

► Kent Highway Services has seven salting depots across Kent where salt is stockpiled and the vehicles are kept. 

► One salting lorry can hold up to 7 tonnes of salt. 

► Salting vehicles are fitted with sensors at the back, so we can make sure the job’s being done properly as we go. 

► Salting lorries are weighed before and after each run, so we know how much salt has been used and can manage our 
salt stocks. 

► Some of our salting vehicles are multi-use. By removing the salting pod, they become standard tipper lorries for use 
all-year round. 

► We fill the salt bins that are along the roads that aren’t on a salting route. Please remember, the salt is for the road, not 
private driveways! 

► Kent Highway Services doesn’t salt the motorways or trunk roads in Kent - they’re looked after by the Highways Agency. 
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Road surfaces wear out with use, and if not treated regularly 
roads can become less safe and more costly to repair.The 
number of vehicles, their speed and all types of weather - 
rain, snow and sunshine - affect how quickly the road 
surface deteriorates. 

Each year, Kent Highway Services carries out a programme of 
road resurfacing.We plan which roads to repair based on 
inspections and surveys which look at the condition of the 
surface of the road, and also its resistance to skidding and the 
strength of the road. So far, since April this year we have 
resurfaced more than 650,000 square metres of carriageway, 
which is about 70 miles of road, or an area equivalent to 91 
football pitches. 

We are always looking at more sustainable methods of working. 
We are using more recycled materials in resurfacing of 
carriageways and then recycling the material we remove for 
use on pavements. In addition we are trying to reduce our 
Carbon Footprint both by using alternative materials and by 
reducing distance travelled by vehicles involved with the work. 


Stay bright at night 


Shorter days don’t mean you have to 
put your bike away until next year, 
but it’s vital that you’re clearly visible 
for both your own safety and that of 
other road users.There are plenty of 
options to make yourself visible and 
it’s important to choose the right 
equipment for your needs. A good 
front and rear light is essential; there 
is a huge range to choose from, 
costing between £ 10 and £500. 

For commuting on the road you do not need the most 
powerful lights, but they need to be good enough for you to 
see the road clearly and to let other road users know you 
are there. If you choose rechargeable lights, it’s a good idea to 
take along a back-up light in case you lose power - especially 
on longer rides. 

Remember to also think about being seen from the side. 
Lights won’t always give you good side visibility, so using 
wheel reflectors, stickers and tags can help. High visibility 
clothing is advisable at all times of the day, but it can be 
obscured by dark backpacks, so it’s also worth thinking about 
high-visibility backpack covers. 




Don’t forget to give your bike a winter health check too.You 
can find out more about cycling at www.kent.gov.uk/cycling. 


Walk Safe 

Young people are being urged to Walk Safe to avoid being hurt in a road crash. 

They should take out their earphones for mobile phones and music players when 
they are walking near traffic or crossing the road at busy times. It’s very easy to 
become distracted by mobile phones and Mp3 players and not pay attention to 
traffic around them. 

Kent Highway Services’ Road Safety Team gives these simple tips to help stay safe: 

► Remove any earphones when crossing roads. 

► Put away mobile phones or other distractions when crossing roads. 

► Give the road your FULL attention when crossing. 

These tips are even more important at this time of the year when the nights 
begin to draw in. Pedestrians become harder for traffic to spot especially 
younger and smaller ones. It is very important that whilst using the roads 
pedestrians pay attention to the tips above, and also wear bright or light clothing 
so they are seen. 

Pedestrian Road Safety Officer Darren Cook said: “It’s very easy to become distracted by Mp3 players and mobile phones 
and that’s when you’re most at risk. We therefore encourage people to switch off their gadgets and switch on their 
attention to stay safe.’’

Pub crowned 
environmental winner 

A 16th Century pub in Selling, near Faversham, has been 
named as the Kent Environment Business of the Year 2009. 

The Rose & Crown was recognised at the Environment 
Awards for Kent Business ceremony, which took place at 
Port Lympne Wild Animal Park.The judges were particularly 
impressed with the way the owners encourage other local 
businesses to be as sustainable as the pub itself. 

Over the past two years, staff at the Rose & Crown have 
reduced waste by 70% which means that 80,000 litres of 
waste has been recycled rather than going to landfill. 
Electricity usage has been reduced by 19.2%, which equates 
to a saving of nine tonnes of carbon. By including green 
alternatives in the company’s business plan, gross profit 
margins have increased 6-9% year on year.

Multifor Project - Woodland Management 

Woodlands and their ecosystems are extremely important and Kent County Council has joined with Nord Pas de Calais 
and Essex in a multi-agency project designed to investigate all aspects of managing, protecting and enhancing woodlands, in 
Kent, northern France and Essex.

GERMANY’S upmarket trio of 
brands have always been sniffy 
about hatchbacks. 

The boardrooms of BMW, Audi and 
Mercedes-Benz may sanction such a con¬ 
venience for models just within reach of the 
hoi polloi, or whatever they call the com¬ 
moners in Deutchland, but not for motors 
carrying the elite. 

Now it seems they’re all at, well Audi and 
BMW at any rate and who would bet 
against M-B coming in soon - the three- 
pointed star brand has already shown it 
cannot resist a market niche. 

To be fair to Audi and BMW, they have 
also ‘gone hatchback’ in style; the former 
has the A5 Sportback, while BMW has just 
launched the 5-Series Gran Turismo. 

Versatility 

However, you will have noticed neither is 
called a hatchback - it’s too ‘common’ - yet 
both marques want to suggest these cars 
give upmarket buyers a chance to downsize 
without loss of style, while hatchback ver¬ 
satility balances the loss of a bigger boot. 

BMW has also tried to muddy marketing 
waters by making the back end dual purpose 
- opening as a boot or as a lull hatch - and no 
doubt studiously ignoring the fact that this 
feature was pioneered by value brand 
Skoda’s latest Superb executive flagship. 

The GT (priced from £40,800) heads and 
will be the advance guard for the next gen¬ 
eration 5-Series range. 

BMW describes it as blending the “luxuri¬ 
ous interior of a BMW 7-Series, while at 
the same time giving the functionality of a 
BMW 5-Series Touring or X5 (SUV)”. 

The GT can be specified with limo-style 


twin rear seats or three across the back 
and these slide to maximise legroom or 
boot space according to priority. They also 
fold, but I can’t honestly see many GT 
owners using this to move furniture from 
place to place. 

Seeking to tick yet one more box with 
fickle buyers, the seats are also raised a lit¬ 


tle higher as if to tempt buyers switching 
from an SUV/4x4, as well as aiding entry 
and exit. 

Three powertrains are available at pres¬ 
ent: a relatively frugal 2,993cc diesel - the 
likely best seller by a mile - a 2,979cc petrol 
model that is slightly faster, but less eco¬ 
nomical and an egomaniac’s V8. 


BMW says the V8 offers supercar per¬ 
formance, though electronically limited to a 
155mph maximum anyway and with con¬ 
sumption that is increasingly hard to justi¬ 
fy. And the point is...?

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Conventional Insight into 



INSIGHT is a good name for a 
ground-breaking car, except that 
the latest incumbent was designed 
to be as conventional as possible. 

It contrasts sharply with the original 
Insight launched here in 2000, when petrol- 
electric hybrids were frontier technology, 
highlighted by the Mark 1 Insight’s slippery 
coupe lines and aerodynamic dish-shaped 
alloys and rear spats. 

But just two seats and a bootload of batter¬ 
ies meant it was nowhere near as practical 
as its belated successor; the original was 
axed in 2005, though still commands healthy 
used prices through futuristic looks, rarity and 
low emissions that now qualify it for zero 
road tax. 

Amazingly, that is something the 2009 
Insight narrowly fails to do - C02 emis¬ 
sions range from 101-105g/km depending 
on version - though one suspects Honda 
is reviewing how to enable the car to 
limbo beneath the lOOg/km bar and 
save owners £35 a year. 

But the Insight competes well any¬ 
way as a hybrid for the eco-conscious 
or hard-nosed buyers shopping for a 
VW Golf or Ford Focus. 

And while Honda’s former Civic IMA 
(Integrated Motor Assist) hybrid never 
quite challenged Toyota’s more success¬ 
ful Prius, the Insight is more convincing 

thanks to a bigger cabin, hatchback layout 
and much-improved powertrain. 

The Insight’s IMA petrol-electric system is a 
95 per cent rebuild, slashing bulk, manufactur¬ 
ing costs and levelling the playing field against 
‘eco’ versions of conventional cars like the Golf 
BlueMotion and Focus ECOnetic diesels.

depreciation, Benefit in Kind taxation and 
everyday running costs, it should average well 
over 60mpg - verified by my week with the car 
- and really does now add up against the 
above rivals. It also undercuts its Prius arch¬ 
rival (from £18,590). 

Genuine 

Honda is unlikely to have risked its reputa¬ 
tion for reliability, so expect it to be bulletproof 
too, with Honda stating the batteries will out¬ 
last the car itself. 

The Insight has a genuine five-seat cabin 
and a flat floor in the rear means the centre 
rear passenger seat does not feel cramped. 

The boot is also big for the family hatchback 
class: 408 litres beats the Golf and Honda’s own

Civic (both 350), Toyota Auris (354), current 
Vauxhall Astra (302) and Ford Focus (396), but 
falls short of the slightly longer Prius (446). 

It is not a stunning car to drive, but that 
pleasure will disappear generally as we enter 
a world of lower emissions and narrow energy¬ 
saving/lower rolling resistance tyres. 

At least you get an entertaining dashboard, 
with eye-catching aids to help extract the best 
environmentally and financially from pairing 
a new 87bhp 1.3-litre engine and its now more 
compact 12bhp electric motor. 

The latter might sound pathetic against its 
petrol partner, but the beauty of an electric motor 
is lots of grunt versus weight and that power 
is virtually instantaneous, where as the con¬ 
ventional engine needs to build power delivery. 

Upweight 

Not that the Insight encourages foot to the 
floor driving; whether you press the ‘Econ’ but¬ 
ton for ultra-green mode or not - though it 
seems silly not to - you soon learn to use the 
throttle sensitively for a green glow of eco suc¬ 
cess rather than the blue of failure. 

You also relax into gear-changing via the con¬ 
tinuously variable (CVT) gearbox and become 
oblivious to the Insight’s ability to reach 
113mph and hit 62mph in a not unreasonable 
12.5 seconds. 

All of which leaves you pondering why 
Honda decided to include a ‘Sport’ button to 
upweight acceleration and gearshifting. 

The car’s slippery lines mean that it is most¬ 
ly refined at speed, though the engine intrudes 
when under pressure. 

Some drivers may also be irritated by the 
split rear screen compromising visibility.

But there is pressure building in the used 
van sector where demand is outstripping sup¬ 
ply and driving prices upwards to the point 
where new buys start to look attractive as 
businesses recover confidence. 

Giant auction house BCA said the van or 
LCV (light commercial sector) was unseason¬ 
ably strong in August, traditionally a month 
that sees lower values. 

Average values for fleet and lease, dealer 
part-exchange and nearly-new vans all rose, 
and for the first time all three sectors 
achieved over 100 per cent of forecasts in the 
industry’s valuation guide CAR 

According to BCA’s Pulse report, average 
used LCV values across the board improved 
in August by £179 or five per cent to reach 
£3,745 - the highest point since April, 2008. 
Year-on-year values were ahead by over £500. 

Average fleet and lease van values 
improved by £203 against July (up by 5.2 per 
cent) to reach £4,045 - the first time the 
£4,000 barrier has been breached in 16 
months. 

Significantly, dealer-entered part-exchange 
stock also rose by £160 (7.5 per cent) following 
a nine per cent rise in July - showing that 
more new deals are starting to happen - and, 
after a sharp fall last month, nearly-new val¬ 
ues recovered by over £1,000 to £9,034 - the 
third highest average monthly value in this 
sector this year. 

BCA general manager for commercial sales, 


Duncan Ward said: “August proved to be a 
remarkably strong month for LCV sales and 
certainly outperformed the customary ‘sum¬ 
mer holiday season’ market. 

“Supplies of good retail quality vans were rel¬ 
atively limited and buyers were bidding strong¬ 
ly for the best examples - particularly from the 
fleet sector where competition was intense. 

“Professional buyers who would usually 


buy stock exclusively from corporate sources 
were having to look further afield and were 
bidding on younger or older vehicles to stock 
their forecourts.” 

But he did sound a note of caution: “It 
remains to be seen if the market is going to 
march on into the autumn months and per¬ 
haps consistently register values to compare 
with the market highpoint in early 2008.”

A Nemo SensoDrive 1.4HDi returned 
an impressive 75.8mpg in an independ¬ 
ent MPG Marathon organised by Fleet 
World magazine over a 358.5 mile event 
to retain its Britain’s Most Economical 
Van title.

What’s the big deal 
about sctappage? 

LABOUR’S party conference was used 
by the Government to announce an 
extension to the £2,000-a-time Scrappage 
grants scheme. 

Though the Treasury only contributes 
half of each grant towards a new vehicle in 
return for scrapping one 10 or more years 
old - the balance comes from manufactur¬ 
ers and their dealers - the original £300 
million fund was about to run out this 
month instead of lasting until next March. 

The scheme’s success has been credited 
with giving the beleaguered car market a 
shot in the arm during recession. 

What has been less publicised is the fact 
that Scrappage deals are also open to van 
owners and operators, often in need of 
even more help towards replacing over¬ 
worked and tired models. 

To qualify for the basic £2,000 
Scrappage discount - some dealers offer 
more on selected models - the car or small 
van (up to 3,500 kg) being scrapped must 
have been registered 10 or more years ear¬ 
lier, must have a valid MOT and the driv¬ 
er/owner applying to scrap the vehicle 
must have had it for at least 12 months. 

The dealer will arrange for the scrap¬ 
ping of the vehicle. 

In the case of a replacement van, again 
it can weigh up to 3,500 kg but must be 
brand new with no former keepers - this 
excludes dealer pre-registration or nearly 
new stock. 

The scheme will run until March, 2010, 
or until the additional £150 million pot is 
exhausted - assuming the Government 
does not chip in even more cash. The grant 
should apply from the moment the order is 
processed, rather than when the new van 
is delivered. 


KENT Mercedes-Benz commercial 
vehicle dealer, Sparshatts, believes 
the van trade is seeing signs of a 
recovery. 

Sales director Andrew Sparshatt said: “The 
market is still understandably price-conscious 
and Mercedes-Benz trades on quality, longevi¬ 
ty and resale values rather than discounting 
- some buyers will naturally shop around. 

“Others realise they may have to spend 
more at first for our vehicles, but operating 
costs are about the same as they get more 
back when they sell and courier companies, 
for instance, know the value of covering big 
mileages in confidence.” 

He added that his group, which has sites in 
Sittingboume, Ashford, Tunbridge Wells and 
Dartford, had witnessed robust demand for 
nearly new stock, but pointed out that the 
renowned durability and longevity of 
Mercedes-Benz vans caused canny owners to 
hold onto their vehicles in these tougher times. 

This had been particularly true in the 
bigger panel van sector contested by the 
Mercedes-Benz Sprinter. 

Mr Sparshatt said: “It is the smaller Vito 
(pictured) that has kept us turning over. 
These sell to smaller operators and sole 


traders who have a more hands-on feel for 
whether business is doing well and whether 
they can afford a new van.” 

He added that the Vito was particularly 
popular too for its ‘Dualiner’ option, which 


adds rear seating, and an array of options. 

“You can buy a Vito in base colour with the 
junior engine and specification, but most people 
spend £16,000-21,000 to enjoy their time with 
the vehicle and make more when they sell on.” 


Tougher Fiorino plus traction 


FIAT Professional’s versatile 
Fiorino van now has a ‘rough 
tough’ option - a new electronic 
differential lock system for 
improved grip and control. 

The new system, called Traction 
+ will be offered on the 1.3 
MultiJet SX diesel Fiorino van 
and 1.3 MultiJet diesel Combi. 


These also get body and chassis 
enhancements including under¬ 
engine protection, front bumper 
with chrome finish, greater body 
protection, 15-inch steel wheels 
and suspension raised by three 
centimetres.

all-weather tyres. 

The system works by applying 
brake force to the driven wheel 
with the lowest grip and 
transferring more 
torque to the other 
wheel, with the result 
that there is more grip 
to overcome slip¬ 
pery conditions.

KENT interests will be monitored 
closely at a forum for the Thames 
Gateway redevelopment. 

The county has a major stake in Europe’s 
largest regeneration project and will have 
heavyweight representation at the forum 
which takes place at the 02 in Greenwich next 
month. 

Among those attending will be public and 
private sector bodies, including Kent County 
Council and Medway Council, the South East 
England Development Agency (Seeda), 
Gillingham MP Paul Clark and the North 
Kent Community Forum, representing the 
voluntary and community sector. 

Swale council will be another significant 
participant at the event staged in the Indigo2 
venue inside the dome, which will gather rep¬ 
resentatives from central and local govern¬ 
ment, developers, and investors with interests 
in the Gateway, comprising east London and 
the estuary coastlands of Kent and Essex. 

Kent interests divide into a further trio of 
distinct areas: 

• Kent Thameside comprising urban Dartford 
and Gravesham north of the A2, where a pro¬ 
gramme is already under way to build 30,000 
homes and create 50,000 jobs by 2026. 

Most of the homes will use redundant chalk 
quarries and industrial "brownfield’ land. 

The area has already notched two major suc¬ 
cesses: Crossways Business Park, employing 
5,000 people; and Bluewater, attracting 26 
million shoppers a year. 

Public transport has been boosted by the 
Fastrack bus system linking established cen¬ 
tres to new developments and High Speed 1 
(the Channel Tunnel rail link), expected to 


promote a new business and financial services 
centre at Ebbsfleet International. 

High Speed 1 will be one of seven forum site- 
visits, with delegates invited to board one of 
the line’s Javelin trains at the redeveloped St 
Pancras International and travel at 140mph 
to the new station at Ebbsfleet. 

• Medway is expected to gain 27,000 more 
people before 2020. The former Chatham 
naval base has already emerged from depres¬ 
sion, with Chatham Maritime an established 
residential and business location and the 
Historic Dockyard now a popular attraction. 

• Swale and the Isle of Sheppey has a regen¬ 
eration partnership, Swale Forward, created 
to promote knowledge-based industries, lead¬ 
ing to 12,000 jobs and 9,100 homes by 2016. 

Key projects include development at 
Queenborough and Rushenden, growing 
Sittingboume as a retail centre, redevelop¬ 


ment at Sheemess Port and further growth of 
Kent Science Park. 

The Thames Gateway Forum will be chaired 
by Lord Falconer, the lawyer and former 
Labour Secretary of State for Constitutional 
Affairs and Lord Chancellor. 

He may feel the choice of forum venue is 
rough justice, though. In 1998, he was asked to 
take over the Millennium Dome project - now 
the 02 - and was criticised for the alleged fail¬ 
ings of the flagship attraction. 

Key speakers include the Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local Government John 
Denham, his opposition counterpart Stewart 
Jackson; former mayor of London Ken 
Livingstone, current Mayor Boris Johnson’s 
transport guru Steve Norris, and Eurostar 
CEO Richard Brown. 

The forum takes place on November 3-4.

Campus contract 

A MAJOR £60 million contract has been 
put up for tender by the University of Kent. 

Contractors have until next month to 
express an interest and submit details for 
an extension of student accommodation at 
the Canterbury campus. 

The plan is to provide a further 1,000 
beds. Bidders will be expected to have a 
proven track record in developing similar 
projects for universities. 

The ambitious scheme also includes a 
150-bed conference facility. Work on the 
main accommodation should begin in 
January, 2010, and be complete by 
September, 2011. 

A maximum of three contractors will be 
shortlisted on November 16 after the sub¬ 
mission of pre-qualification documents due 
by November 12.

I N WEIGHING up how to throw a party to launch his new book - the snappily 
titled How To Be A Successful Bastard - author Adrian Maile considered charg¬ 
ing for drinks. 


“It would have been the bastard thing to do,” he 
admits. But he didn’t and after a few minutes talking 
to this colourful Kent-born high-flier in the world of 
IT, you ask how he knows so much about getting 
ahead using every trick in the book - his book - 
without actually employing them? 

Or has he been a victim? 

“I’ve never really been victimised,” he mused, but 
recognising a few of the ploys helped - forewarned is 
forearmed. 

“I think, and hope, that fundamentally I’m a nice 


bloke, but I’ve always been fascinated by how some of 
the most objectional bastards can wield great power,” 
the 47-year-old adds. 

No need to labour the point about Hitler, we agree. 

“But really, it seems that some of the most messed 
up people can be the most successful and concentrate 
so much of the world’s wealth in their hands.” 

He attributes this to the fact that humans operate 
in a culture based on subliminal fear where those 
armed with just a few underhand tools can bully and 
exploit their way to power: “American self-help books

like to argue ‘Be nice to everybody 
and everything will be lovely’, but 
that’s simply not true. 

“You have to have some steel, too. I 
do not believe that just because he 
wears a woolly jumper that (Sir 
Richard) Branson is not a ruthless 
businessman. I was amused by 
Dustin Hoffman’s reply to a question 
from Jonathan Ross when asked, 
‘What’s the secret of staying married 
to the same woman for 30 years in 
Hollywood?’ 

“His response was, ‘Be very, very 
afraid of your wife’. We are all afraid 
of displeasing others.” 

Mr Maile clearly has no issues on 
the marital front himself, cheerfully 
admitting to making up his mind to 
marry wife Hilary when they were 
in their teens in north west Kent. 
They have four daughters and are 
now grandparents. 

Even then he had five small jobs, 
including manning the turnstiles at 
Charlton Athletic FC, but impending 
nuptials forced him to start thinking 
seriously about a career. 

He realised computers were the 
way forward and joined Lloyds Bank 
as a trainee programmer. Clearly, 
some of the research started here. 

He recalls: “Banking then operated 
what was known as the ‘363 rule’: 
pay out three per cent on deposits, 
lend at six per cent and be on the 
golf course at three.”

From there and passing through 
PricewaterhouseCoopers, he went 
on to top jobs in leading software 
companies and now sits on the 
board of German international 
business software giant SAP, 
though he still lives in Lee, near 
Blackheath, just a few miles from 
where he was bom. 

He also mined ‘bastard experi¬ 
ences’ outside of the IT industry by 
operating companies selling sports¬ 
wear, landscape gardening and 
Christmas decorations, as well as 
mnning a pub with wife Hilary and 
a friend. 

“What an experience! You go into 
it the pub trade with rose-tinted 
glasses and then wake up later to 
realise that everyone who can, will 
try to rob you blind,” he says. 

“I remember binmen telling us 
the ‘charges’ for taking pub mbbish 
away. It was only after checking I 
found that they are supposed to 
take everything away as part of the 
business rates.” 

This sharp practice is nothing 
compared with some of the tips in 
his book, such as: 

• Win every argument. 

• Criticise immediately. 

• Focus on the negative. 

• Avoid hard work (after reading 
the ‘Delegate’ section). 

A personal favourite that he 
admits to using is to ‘stay silent’ in 
a one-to-one to situation. 


He explains: “My then boss had 
started off by telling me all the rea¬ 
sons why he couldn’t give me a big 
pay rise that year, so I just kept 
quiet, which forced him to carry on. 
Well, maybe I can give you little 
extra ...’ and so on. It’s hysterical 
that I would have been more than 
happy with the original offer, but by 
keeping quiet I ended up with 
much more. Just think what a real 
bastard could achieve by following 
the code.” 

Rather than a step-by-step guide 
to becoming a bastard, he hopes the 
book will be thought-provoking 
entertainment and has set up a 
www.successful-bastards.com web¬ 
site where people can have their 
own boss rated on the 
Bastardometer. 

The results can be printed and 
presented as a certificate - if you 
dare. He reckons a successful bas¬ 
tard will score 80+ per cent, but 
once worked for a boss who would 
rate 92 per cent: “Everyone knew 
he was an ar*ehole. He didn’t care 
if he had few friends. He just had a 
collection of individuals he would 
play golf with.” 

After this interview, I tested 
myself on the Bastardometer and 
was strangely disappointed, as 
much as relieved, to find I rated 
only as 35 per cent bastard. But 
maybe more impartial input is 
required ...

Retailers’ survey shows 
stability being restored 


CONDITIONS in the retail sector are 
beginning to stabilise, with sales broad¬ 
ly flat in the year to September and 
expected to remain unchanged in 
October, according to the CBI. 

Regional director Malcolm Hyde said: 
“After such a difficult summer, it’s 
encouraging to see signs that condi¬ 
tions in the retail sector are stabilising. 

“However, with unemployment rising, 
wage growth low, and consumers build¬ 
ing up their savings, spending is likely 
to remain subdued. 

“Grocers and shoe shops are continu¬ 
ing to enjoy solid growth, while car- 
makers are seeing sales volumes hold 
steady, thanks to the Scrappage scheme. 

“In the months up to Christmas we 
may see some shoppers bring forward 


spending to beat the planned VAT rise. 

“After months of de-stocking, retailers 
may now be starting to think about get¬ 
ting new products on the shelves.” 

Responding to the CBI’s latest 
Distributive Trades Survey, 39 per cent 
of retailers said year-on-year sales vol¬ 
umes rose in September, while 36 per 
cent said they fell. 

The resulting balance - where a bal¬ 
ance is the difference between the per¬ 
centage of retailers reporting an 
increase and those reporting a decrease 
- of plus three per cent was better than 
expected and follows four consecutive 
months of falling sales. 

Looking to October, retailers expect 
sales will remain broadly flat compared 
with a year ago. 


Expo sustains the quality 


THE sector may be taking a pounding, but 
there was much to be optimistic about as 
crowds flocked to Kent’s third annual 
Construction Expo, writes Andy Rogers. 

As the building industry grapples with the 
recession, numbers attending showed an 
inevitable decline, but organisers KOS Media, 
in conjunction with Business Link, were able 
to draw positives from the event at Chatham 
Historic Dockyard. 

“The footfall was lower than in previous 
years, but construction has been hit harder 
than most by the economic slowdown, so we 
were hardly surprised,” said Liz Hare, events 
manager for KOS Media. 

“However, a lot of exhibitors remarked that 
the quality of the programme and delegates 
and representatives attending was higher 
than last year. 

“People said they got to see the people they 
needed to see, while the number of students 
was significantly lower at 200 instead of 600. 

“We’ve already had exhibitors asking about 
next year, which is encouraging, but a key 
message from the build-up and during the 
show was how companies across the industry 
have been cutting promotional and marketing 
budgets. And you have to ask how they can

chase new business and bounce back from 
recession if they allow their profile to fade 
away. It is a Catch-22 situation which many 
firms in the industry must address.” 

She added that Expo was praised highly by 
exhibitors for the quality of the guest speak¬ 
ers, including the charismatic Wayne 
Hemingway, who champions affordable hous¬ 
ing via his specialist Hemingway Design com¬ 
pany. 

He told Expo he actually believed the down¬ 
turn was a once-in-a-generation opportunity 
for developers. 

Other speakers included David Liston-Jones 
- chief executive of the Thames Gateway Kent 
Partnership - and Seeda’s director of the built 
environment, Chris Moore. 

Medway Council’s portfolio holder for eco¬ 
nomic growth, Cllr Jane Chitty, opened the 
event and Ashford’s Future MD Judith Armitt 
gave a talk about the group’s activities. 

Expo’s EcoVillage, dedicated to the promo¬ 
tion of sustainable construction products and 
services, was a major hit for the show and a 
pointer to the future, while exhibitors came 
from all over the UK and even from as far 
away as New Zealand.

Changing face 
of online sales 

ROGER COWAP, commercial 
director of the Kent arm of Barclays 
Commercial Bank, considers the 
many changes being wrought by 
the internet and online retailing 

THERE’S no doubt over the internet’s success as 
a retail channel. 

Behind this success there are, however, many factors which have 
changed over time, including the consumer. 

We’re used to seeing fantastic growth figures for online sales 
such as the IMRG Capgemini e-Retail Index figures [online and 
interactive sales tracker] which for July were up 16.8 per cent on 
2008 - but there are push and pull factors which have led to the 
channel’s success. 

In the wake of the financial crisis, confidence 
dropped significantly and consumers have 
become sensitive. Whether they have been 



directly affected through changes to their 
livelihoods or job stability, they’re more cau¬ 
tious, more reluctant, and scrutinise spending 
decisions more than ever. Consumers are 
spending, but the manner in which they are 
making spending decisions has changed. 
Footfall is down 2.1 per cent in the year to 
date. Allegra Strategies forecasts a decline of 


0.5 per cent in the eating out market in 2009, 
but satellite broadcaster Sky has experienced 
the highest customer growth in five years and 
Domino’s pizza sales are up 19.5 per cent in 
the half year to the end of June. 

All these statistics, although anecdotal, tell a 
story. That story is arguably of the consumer 
controlling their spending environment, choos¬ 


ing to entertain at home over going out, where 
they may spend more than they would like. 

I would argue that online retail has poten¬ 
tially benefited from this change in consumer 
patterns. 

Internet retail has a perception of value and 
with the rise of price comparison websites and 
search engines, the consumer has a feeling of 
greater control and the ability to save on pur¬ 
chases. If consumers spend more time at home 
and as a result more time online, greater 
opportunities exist for internet retailers, as do 
opportunities to convert online browsing into 
in-store traffic. 

In the dotcom boom, high street retailers 
were concerned that consumers would investi¬ 
gate products in-store before then searching to 
buy them online for less. Somewhat of an oppo¬ 
site trend has instead occurred, with many 
consumers researching online before buying 
in-store. 

Browsing 

One way for high street retailers to protect 
against this trend is to offer click-and-collect 
type services. If consumers are browsing 
online and researching goods to buy in-store, 
there is no better way to ensure a sale than 
offering click-and-collect online as this reduces 
the risk of the shopper going to a rival on the 
high street to make their final purchase. 

Even though online retail is increasing, 
there’s still much online traffic that isn’t con¬ 
verting into sales. Consumers are informing 
themselves online, as shown by research from 
Amaze and the University of Glasgow which 
revealed 87 per cent of online customers aban¬ 
don their basket before paying. 

The key is to understand these consumer 
trends and play to the strengths of the inter¬ 
net. Is your website engaging those browsers 
and window shoppers? Does your website 
encourage and reassure with simple steps to 
purchase? Perhaps try buying something off 
your own site to see ...

SALES of Mazda cars bucked the recession 
and soared to their best month ever with the 
September change to the ’59 new registra¬ 
tion plate. 

This also meant that Kent-based Mazda 
UK has established the country as the num¬ 
ber one market in Europe for the Japanese 
‘Zoom-Zoom’ brand. 

The performance helped its Mazda2 super¬ 
mini as well. Energised by the £2,000-a-go 
Government-sponsored Scrappage scheme, it 
notched more sales in one month than its 
predecessor ever managed in a full year. 

Mazda’s total new car registration figure 
for September was 11,372 - worth a UK 
market share of three per cent - and 8.3 per 
cent better than the previous record, March 
2008 (10,497 units). It was also the biggest 
single month for Mazda since the marque 
arrived here in the 1960s. 

Jeremy Thomson, MD at Mazda UK in 
Dartford, said: “This has been a difficult year 
for the industry. However, we have seen our 
retail share increase and this is the real test 
of popularity rather than just simple volume. 

“To put the September sales achievement 
into perspective, it’s just 4,488 sales short of 
the full year volume in 2001 when we took 
over the business [from the former 
Tunbridge Wells-based UK distributor]. 

“While this is a reason for celebration at 
Mazda, we recognise the recovery in the car 
industry is still fragile. We have to work hard 
to continue our success but are aiming to fin¬ 
ish the year as the third best ever for Mazda 
in the UK.” 

The company’s top seller in September was

the Mazda2 (4,824 units), with the new 
Mazda3 family hatchback runner-up (2,546). 

The brand’s MX-5 (1,353) sports car contin¬ 
ues to sell well too, even though September 
normally marks a tail off in sales for open- 
top cars. 

Mr Thomson said: “Throughout this down¬ 
turn we have sought to ensure our dealers 
remain profitable, motivated and have the 
tools to do the job effectively. 

‘We have also continued to build our brand 
awareness and give the dealers the product 
mix they require to hit their sales objectives. 

“These actions are now beginning to pay off 
as we see increasing traffic in the show¬ 
rooms, greater awareness of the Mazda 
brand and more customers abandoning other 
manufacturers to buy Mazda vehicles.”

Spyker boost for PR agency 


INTERNATIONAL automotive public relations consul¬ 
tancy PFPR has been appointed to promote Dutch luxu¬ 
ry sports car brand Spyker. 

The brief covers all markets except North America and 
involves media relations, product launches, and events. 

The agency’s first priorities will 
be launching Spyker’s new C8 
Aileron supercar (pictured) to jour¬ 
nalists and promoting the brand at 
the 2010 Geneva Motor Show next 
March. 

PFPR, launched in 2001 by for¬ 
mer motoring journalists Peter 
Frater and Peter Rawlinson, won 
the new business in competition 
with agencies across Europe, high¬ 
lighting the agency’s increasingly 
international reach - it won the 
BMW Mini account for the USA in 
August and has an office in Michigan, the US motor 
industry’s home state. The Spyker name carries lots of 
heritage. The original company started as a coachbuilder 
in the 19th century, building the Golden Carriage still 


used for state occasions by the Dutch royal family. It went 
on to build high-quality cars and commercial vehicles and 
then aircraft and aero engines, before going bust in 1929. 

The modern-day company, founded in 1999, is unrelat¬ 
ed but has made shrewd use of nostalgia for the original. 

Mr Rawlinson said: “Spyker is an 
emotive and dynamic brand with a 
number of developments planned 
over the next 18 months.” 

Spyker specialises in high-pow¬ 
ered hand-built sports cars, produc¬ 
ing the 400bhp C8 Spyder and C8 
Laviolette since 2000 and launching 
the C8 Aileron in September. 

PFPR, based at Turkey Mill in 
Maidstone, employs 20 people and 
clients include the Dartford-based 
Mazda UK, Mini USA, Kia Motors 
Europe, Chrysler International, 
Hyundai Motors Europe, Castrol, Glass’s Guide publish¬ 
er EurotaxGlass’s, Maserati, Cadillac, Austrian motorcy¬ 
cle brand KTM and car care and valeting products brand 
Autoglym. 



Scrap southbound toll, urges FTA 


THE Freight Transport 
Association (FTA) has thrown its 
weight behind the Government’s 
proposal to scrap the south¬ 
bound toll at the Dartford 
Crossing. 

It is one of the proposals being 
considered by the Department of 
Transport to ease congestion 
and address environmental con¬ 
cerns. The Tunbridge Wells- 
based trade body has been call¬ 


ing for precisely this measure as 
it will significantly reduce south¬ 
bound commercial delivery 
times and associated transport 
costs. 

Gordon Telling, FTA’s head of 
policy for the south east, said: 
“With a typical HGV costing £50 
an hour to run, anything that 
can be done to reduce the time a 
lorry is spent sitting in traffic is 
good for hauliers and will also 


improve air quality. Motorists 
have to use this crossing as there 
are no viable alternative routes, 
making the volume of traffic par¬ 
ticularly high. 

“This stretch of the M25 is pret¬ 
ty congested, especially south¬ 
bound. So, removing toll plazas - 
for a crossing that has long since 
been paid for anyway - removes 
a bottleneck that costs business¬ 
es hundreds of thousands year.”

His replacement Lambe, impressed in his absence. 

There was a chastening trip for New Brampton 
when they took on Northampton in the Southern 
League. The future Gills trailed 2-0 at the break and 
eventually crashed to a 7-1 defeat in front of 8,000 
at the County Ground, their only goal coming when 
Reynolds converted a penalty when the visitors 
were already 7-0 down.

50 YEARS AGO: A WEEK after 
Ramsgate unveiled their floodlights 
at Southwood, neighbours Margate 
caught up, playing the first ever 
game under lights at Hartsdown 
Park in front of a crowd of 4,000. 

West Ham United were their opponents and the 
illustrious visitors comfortably won 3-1, a scoreline 
that would have been harsher on the Gate but for 
some impressive keeping by Earl.

TRYING to write a biography 
without the direct assistance of 
the subject is difficult enough, so 
when the subject has been dead 
for 92 years the author can be on 
a hiding to nothing. 

Earlier this year John Blythe Smart 
published The Real Cohn Blythe, an 
account of the life of one of his ancestors, 
the Kent and England bowler of the title, 
who was killed during World War One. 

If you followed Kent on Sunday’s time¬ 
line feature through the summer you’ll 
know that a century ago Blythe was the 
talk of the county cricket circuit, a man 
who, having taken a wicket with the very 
first ball in First Class cricket against 
Yorkshire at Tonbridge in 1899, claimed 
2,502 further victims in a 15-year career, 
at an average of 16.91. 

His story is compelling, but the problem 
for any Blythe biographer is the lack of 
any living witnesses. 

It’s just possible there may be a few peo¬ 
ple still alive today who were present 
when Blythe played, but it seems implau¬ 
sible any would have coherent memories 
of watching him - a three-year-old who 
watched Blythe in the 1914 season would 
now be 95 years of age. 

Urban myths 

Smart, however, has the advantage over 
Blythe’s previous biographer, Christopher 
Scoble, of being related to his subject and 
therefore in possession of a number of pre¬ 
viously unseen documents. 

He is anxious to nail a few urban myths, 
principally the idea that Blythe was some 
kind of cheeky Deptford street urchin, 
born in a slum and appealed to Canterbury 
women in search of a bit of rough. 

Yet his study of Blythe’s ancestry, which 
takes up 36 of the book’s 253 pages, is 
excessive and though his career is then 
covered in forensic detail, there is the 
nagging feeling that there was a bigger 
story here. 

Blythe only played 19 Tests for England 
and has been compared to an early 
Graeme Hick or Mark Ramprakash, inca¬ 
pable of performing to his potential on the 
biggest stage. 

This is harsh, not only because he took 
100 Test wickets at an average of 18.63, 
but also because of underlying health 
problems, including possible epilepsy, 
which the England selectors used to justi¬ 
fy his omission from a Test they subse¬ 
quently lost in 1909. 

Smart argues there is no conclusive evi¬ 
dence Blythe was epileptic, claiming he 
was just one of many players down the 
years to occasionally be affected by nerves 
on the big occasion. 

He is rightly critical of the decision to 
leak private medical information to the 
press to mask selectorial ineptitude, but if

Blythe actually did suffer from epilepsy it 
makes his achievements more, not less, 
remarkable. How many epileptic sports 
stars can you name today? 

For statistical thoroughness the book 
can’t be faulted and there are enjoyable 
passages detailing a pioneering tour of the

USA, as well as numerous geographical 
namechecks for Blythe’s first marital 
home at St Mary’s Road, Tonbridge, and 
Crabble, (Blythe liked the Dover venue so 
much he collected pictures of it). 

His triumphs, too numerous to list in a 
review, are all here, but there is no happy 
ending. At the age of 38, Blythe was killed 
instantly when he was hit by shrapnel 
from a shell at Passchendaele in Belgium. 

Smart deals with this horrific incident 
with remarkable sobriety and anyone 
looking for sex, cricket and rock ’n’ roll 
should try a different book. 

Yet cricketing academics by contrast will 
find it fascinating, as might those whose 
interest is piqued by the memorial to 
Blythe and Kent’s other fallen cricketers 
at the St Lawrence Ground.

A CLASSIC pub quiz question: if 
you’re standing on the platform at 
Ashford International station, 
where is the nearest top-flight foot¬ 
ball ground? 

For the best part of a decade it was The 
Valley, but after Charlton’s relegation in 2007, 
it became Upton Park. 

Then, as of May 29 this year, it changed 
again. 

If you’re scratching your head, thinking 
Birmingham, Wolverhampton and Burnley 
must be nearer than you remembered, you’re 
looking in the wrong direction. 

As the crow flies, 40 miles south east of 
Ashford, lies the 15,000 seater Stade de la 
Liberation, home of Union Sportive Bolougne 
Cote d’Opale, or Boulogne as they’re known in 
league tables. 


In France, football 
clubs are seen as a 
vehicle for civic pride 
- ironically as far 
fewer fans actually 
turn up to watch’ 


Formed in 1898 and known as the ‘Rouge et 
Noir’ after their red and black hooped jerseys, 
Boulogne had a respectable if unremarkable 
history, until the start of the new millennium 
when they made a rapid ascent of the French 
pyramid. 

The other side of the Channel had already 
witnessed a near miracle in 2000 when Calais, 
themselves in the fourth tier, reached the 
French Cup final and were unlucky to lose 2-1 
to Nantes. 

By 2005, Boulogne had made the third divi¬ 
sion. Two years later they were in the second 
tier and last year they grabbed the third and 
final promotion place. 

It’s tempting to compare this to Folkestone 
Invicta or Dover Athletic, clubs from 
Channel ports of roughly the same size, ris¬ 
ing to the Premier League, but there are sig¬ 
nificant differences. 

Boulogne spent the early part of the decade 
in the fourth division, but due to regionalisa- 
tion there are far more clubs at this level than 
there are in England. 

They also benefited from substantial pub¬ 
lic sector support. During the 1990s the 
club were heading for oblivion until the 


NEAREST GROUNDS

mayor intervened with a donation of one 
million francs. 

The stadium is publicly owned, but unlike 
countless run-down facilities on this side of 
the water, the Liberation is a 15,000-seat 
arena, one of whose stands is named after the 
town’s most famous export, Franck Ribery. 

Yet it still isn’t considered good enough. A 
replacement is being built and the local 
authorities had to make significant, short¬ 
term improvements to the Liberation. 

“The club’s promotion to League One obliged 
the town to make a series of temporary but 
necessary arrangements,” the club’s website 


reports, a sentence that will have chairmen 
across Kent salivating with envy. 

In France, football clubs are seen as a vehi¬ 
cle for civic pride - ironically as far fewer fans 
actually turn up to watch. 

This year Boulogne are averaging more than 
10,000 fans - not bad for a town with a popu¬ 
lation of 75,000, but barely half the gate of the 
Premier League’s lowest-supported side, 
Portsmouth, who are constrained by Fratton 
Park’s capacity. 

By the time you get down to the fourth divi¬ 
sion, gates are comparable with the Ryman 
League, though Calais, another club with a 


superb 12,000-seat stadium, better than any¬ 
thing in Kent, fare better, a legacy of their cup 
heroics and their current position on top of 
their regional league. 

One hundred years ago Woolwich Arsenal’s 
directors were concerned they were losing sup¬ 
port because transport links from the county 
to Plumstead were so bad. 

Now you can get to the Emirates from 
Ashford in an hour, but it’ll cost you £15 just to 
join the waiting list for a season ticket. For 
that price three people can watch Boulogne for 
five euros each and it won’t take you a lot 
longer to get there.

Trial could clinch Camier World deal 


LEON Camier could tie up his future 
sooner rather than later if he can impress 
while on trial with the Aprilia World 
Superbike Championship team. 

The 23-year-old newly crowned British 
Superbike champion joined the Aprilia 
team last week to compete in the 
final two rounds of the World Superbike 
season. 

The Kent rider has been linked to the 
team in previous seasons, but his domi¬ 
nance in the British Championship this 
year, clocking up 17 wins, has increased 
the attention surrounding the rider. 

Camier, who has made no secret of 


where he wishes to ply his trade next sea¬ 
son, is hoping to impress after being 
offered a chance to race at the next round 
of the world series in Portugal. 

The Ashford rider was unlucky not to 
crown his debut ride in the series in 
France last week with two points finishes, 
but mechanical problems in both races 
forced him into retirement. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The ride has 
definitely confirmed that the World 
Championship is where I want to be next 
season. 

“I think Aprilia are looking at me regard¬ 
ing the possibility of a deal to ride for 


them next season, which is great. I have 
just got to hope I can put in a solid ride in 
Portugal and catch their attention. We 
have to wait and see what happens. 

“To be honest I wasn’t expecting the 
opportunity and it was a great experi¬ 
ence. Obviously it was disappointing not 
to finish the races, but I was happy with 
what I achieved, considering it was a 
completely new bike to get used to.” 

Before taking part in the final round of 
the World Superbike Championship later 
this month, Camier will complete his 
British Superbike season this afternoon 
at Cheshire’s Oulton Park.

AS A keen motorsport fan and 
an avid follower of the British 
Touring Car Championship, being 
invited to join Kent’s Motorbase 
Performance for the final round of 
this year’s series at Brands Hatch, 
was one too good to turn down. 

I was asked to join the team for last 
weekend’s crucial round at the Kent track, 
which represented an opportunity to see 
exactly what’s involved in getting the cars 
ready for race day 

The majority of the teams arrive at a cir¬ 
cuit on a Thursday when all the frantic work 
begins before the scheduled three races on 
the Sunday. 

The scale of the project for a race weekend 
is staggering. The Motorbase team, who 
made the short journey to Brands from their 
factory in Wrotham, is made up of 22 staff, 
which includes mechanics, engineers, drivers 
and support staff. 

Three articulated lorries transport the cars 
- worth £150,000 each - and equipment, 
with one completely filled with enough spare 
parts to build another car. 

Briefing 

I joined the team on the Friday and after a 
team briefing with owner David Bartrum, it 
soon became clear that the day’s efforts, 
which included setting the cars up and test¬ 
ing them on the 2.3-mile Grand Prix circuit, 
could make or break the team’s weekend. 

Bartrum explained: “It’s very full on and 
Friday can be the most important day of a 
race weekend. Basically we use this day to 
get set up and it can become stretched with 
the amount of cars we run. 

“The engineers are particularly busy as 
they have to analyse data and decide where 
to make changes. They dabble with changes 
on the cars to make the recipe for our week¬ 
end race plan. For me, I am everywhere work¬ 
ing with the Porsches and the Touring cars.” 

Motorbase are entered in both the British 
Touring Car Championship, where they have 
two cars, and the Porsche Carrera Cup, in 
which three cars are submitted to race. 

The mechanics set to work on preparing 
the cars for Saturday’s qualifying, which is 
crucial in motorsport as that denotes start¬ 
ing or grid positions for Sunday’s races. 

The cars require a number of changes, 
which would seem superficial to an onlooker, 
but they can equate to fractions of seconds 
on the track, which in this series could be 
the margin between victory and second 
place. First, the BMW saloons - or the tour¬ 
ing cars - are driven for 15km, known as a 
‘shakedown run’, in order to establish the 
car’s performance. 

Once completed, wholesale changes are 
often made involving ride height, gear ratios, 
suspension settings and even an engine 


change if needed, which can unbelievably 
take the team only an hour to complete. 

When I returned on Saturday, the work 
stepped up a notch to prepare for the day’s 
all-important qualifying session.

After each session, data from both cars 
were recorded on a tiny memory card which 
was analysed by engineers in an office in one 
of the trucks. The office is where drivers and 
engineers discuss how they can improve the 


performance with the help of the car’s 
onboard cameras. 

Sunday came around quickly and 
Motorbase’s two drivers, Jonny Adam and 
Rob Collard, qualified in seventh and eighth 
place on the grid respectively. 

The garage on race day was a hive of activ¬ 
ity and three hours before the first race I 
was greeted by the sight of mechanics fran¬ 
tically making changes to the gearbox of 
Collard’s car. 

The team have just 15 minutes between 
the cars leaving the garage to the start of the 
race as a chance to make any last-minute 
changes on the grid. 

Team members, media and sponsors all 
congregate around the cars on the grid in a 
mad rush just minutes before the race. Amid 
all the frenetic activity, mechanics do the 
final checks on the car and driver before the 
red lights go out. 

As the cars set off on their formation lap, 
the grid is cleared and everyone rushed 
across the pit lane into the garages to switch 
their attention to the timing screens. 

The first two races passed without any 
mechanical problems for the team as their

drivers secured solid points finishes. Collard 
came home with a sixth and fourth place, 
while Adam finished seventh and fifth. 

The final race of the weekend added 
somewhat of a surreal atmosphere to the 
paddock as the overall title became a three- 
way fight between Cohn Turkington, 
Fabrizio Giovanardi and Jason Plato. 

Yet it was Kent’s Motorbase Performance 
that started the race on fire, galloping into 
second and third position to the delight of the 
pit lane crew. 

But elation in the Motorbase garage soon 
turned to despair. Halfway round the open¬ 
ing lap both cars were punted out of the race 
when Adam briefly held the lead. 

There was no need to ask the team what 
had happened as it was clear by their faces 
and the garage fell silent and cheers erupted 
further down the pit lane. With a chance to 
pick up a valuable race win against teams 
with bigger budgets, it was a missed opportu¬ 
nity through no fault of their own. 

A disappointed Bartrum said: “Obviously it 
was not how we wanted to finish the season. 
There was something to be taken from the 
final race, but it just wasn’t to be.” 

The season is over for 2009 but this circus 
begins all over again in April at Thruxton.

Gills teen says self-belief is key to his 


ra pid rise

A HINT of arrogance is often 
scorned on, but Gillingham’s new 
teen midfielder Luke Rooney insists 
it’s an integral part of his game. 

The 18-year-old burst on to the scene this 
season, scoring in the 3-0 win against Exeter 
and is still on a high after scoring a wonder 
goal to cap his first league start in last week¬ 
end’s 4-1 defeat to Southampton. 

Gills manager Mark Stimson had faith in 
starting Rooney at St Mary’s last week and 
was rewarded with a goal that he claimed 
wouldn’t have looked out of place in the 
Champions League. 

For Rooney, it’s been a whirlwind start to 
his senior career, having made the leap from 
the youth side last season. 

“I still can’t believe it really,” he told Kent on 
Sunday. “To score on my first start in front 
of 19,000 people was brilliant. Going to places 
like Southampton and Leeds United is unre¬ 
al considering I was playing in the youth 
team last season.” 

Self-belief 

The youngster is the club’s hottest prospect 
to have come through the Gillingham youth 
system since Luke Freeman departed for 
Arsenal in January, 2008. 

He has forced his way into the first-team 
squad after impressing during Gillingham’s 
pre-season campaign and puts his rise to 
prominence down to self-belief and working 
with Stimson and youth coach Mark 
Patterson. 

“Belief is a massive part to my game,” he 
said. “Some people like to call me arrogant, 
but I think it is something you need to have 
to do well. I like to think I am mature 
beyond my years and being around the 
first-team players has probably helped that. 


“At the start of the season the target was to 
get into the squad and now I have done that, 
the next target is to cement a place in the side.” 

Stimson admitted the club’s lengthening 
injury list has helped Rooney find a place in 
the squad, but has been pleasantly surprised 


by the young midfielder’s speedy progress. 

He said: “He is someone who has got great 
ability and a lot of belief. However, we have 
got to nurture him we can’t expect him to 
affect the game every week. I am sure in time 
he will be a decent player.” 


Tak itching for a comeback fight

KENT’S premier boxer has 
issued a ‘come and fight me’ 
plea after announcing his desire 
to return to the ring, writes Glenn 
Pearson. 

Mehrdud Takaloo has been 
weighing up his options after los¬ 
ing his last fight to Anthony Small 
for the Southern Area light mid¬ 
dleweight title back in January 
last year. 

The 34-year-old, from Margate, 
had contemplated giving up the 
sport, but after almost two years 
out of boxing, the former WBU 
light middleweight title holder 
has made a decision to put the 
gloves on once again. 

Whether he will be able to get 
the fight he wants after having 
spent so long out of the ring is 
debatable, but he made the 
announcement to return while at 
the Prizefighter event, won by 
Audley Harrison in London last 
weekend, and hopes to get back 
in the ring soon. 

“I went to the show and 
announced my comeback,” he 


said. “I have kept in touch with 
boxing, in truth I have been really 
missing it. I’m in shape and I have 
been sparring and I’m ready to 


fight anyone. I want to get back in 
the ring.” 

The turning point in Takaloo’s 
career came in the grudge fight 


with Wayne Alexander for the 
vacant light middleweight title in 
September, 2004. 

The Margate Rock was bru¬ 
tally knocked out in the second 
round, something he has found 
hard to come back from and it 
was a missed opportunity to 
put him at the top of the pile in 
the British light middleweight 
division. 

Takaloo has fought just five 
times since that fight more than 
five years ago, recording three 
wins and two back-to-back 
defeats. 

He concedes it’s going to be 
difficult to find the right fight, but 
intends to explore all the avenues 
to make a successful return. 

“I can’t wait to get back in the 
ring but at the moment there isn’t 
a lot out there,” he said. “I spoke to 
[promoter] Barry Hearn about the 
Prizefighter event as that could be 
a route back in. 

“That’s opened doors for Audley 
Harrison but at the moment I’ve 
got to wait for an opportunity.”

Bowlers Warren Lee, 22, and Phil Edwards, 
25, have also been rewarded with new deals 
and new head coach Paul Farbrace is encour¬ 
aged that the players have chosen to stay. 

“The five players agreeing contract exten¬ 
sions is obviously fantastic news,” he said. 
“Not only are these players developing as 
cricketers, they are also Kent through and 
through and understand what the club is 
about and where we are looking to go in the 
future.” 

With the England and Wales Cricket Board 
offering financial incentives to counties that 
produce young local talent, the signings are a 
clear indication as to how Kent will be looking 
to strengthen next season.
